grasping in the dexter (right) hand a halberd, the sinister (left) hand resting on the 
hilt of a sword, all proper colors. 


Above the shield, a crest; a dexter (right) arm, vested (sleeve and cuff). 
azure (blue), grasping a sword to strike, hilt or (gold), blade, argent (silver). 


The outer circle shall contain the name of the organization, 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. Massachusetts.” 


; The ground of the inner circle shall be azure (blue) and the date of the 
organization, “16” on the dexter (right) side, and “38” on the sinister (left) side 
of the shield. No embellishments, variants or deviation from the described 
Seal shall be made or used by any member of the Company. 


1604 The Company Coat of Arms is designed for ornamental and 
decorative users. No embellishments, variants or deviation from the 
described Seal shall be made or used by any member of the Company. 


606 Shield of azure (blue): An eagle displayed, argent (silvers). Supporters, 
Dexter (right): An Indian, in dexter (right) hand a bow; in sinister (left) hand an 


arrow, barb pointing down, all proper colors. Sinister (left): An eagle with wings 
elevated, proper colors, 


Above the shield is the helmet of Esquires with suitable mantling. Crest. 


Out of a mural coronet, a fire beacon, or (gold).

ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 2 


The Oldest Military Organization 
in the Western Hemisphere 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was chartered in 
1638 (only 18 years after the Pilgrims landed) “to protect Boston Towne from any uprising 
by the Indians.” 

It never was necessary to quell any uprisings, but the company has continued in 
existence ever since, ranking as the oldest military organization in the Western Hemisphere 
and the third oldest in the world. Only the Swiss Guards at the Vatican and the Honorable 
Artillery Company of London predate the Massachusetts organization which has its 
headquarters in historic Faneuil Hall, 

The organization always has drawn to its ranks men who have represented the history 
of Massachusetts, and the United States in politics, the courts, science, the arts, and in 
social, professional and military life. 

Position in private life, however, carries no weight within the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. The late John F. Kennedy continued as an enlisted 
man in the company even after he was elected President of the United States, as did 
Christian A. Herter when he was U.S. Secretary of State, and Henry Cabot Lodge when he 
was Ambassador-at-Large. 

The governor is the company’s commander-in-chief by virtue of his office. 

It is the only known military organization to name its officers by the democratic 
process of an annual election. Members of the company traditionally vote by casting their 
ballots on a drumhead on Boston Common the first Monday of every June. It’s a ritual 
members have been following for more than three-and-a-half centuries. 

The current top officer is Captain Commander Leonard J. Sacco of Sharon, president 
of Architectural Interiors Inc. of Rockland.

SHARON - Col. Leonard Sacco, 
of 101 Billings St., was sworn in 
yesterday as the new captain of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts.

Sacco, a Coast Guard veteran of the 
Korean War, succeeds Reynold P. 
Graunus of Weston as head of the 354 
year-old artillery company, the oldest 
military organization in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Sacco, 60, has been a member of 
the company for eight years and 
advanced through the ranks. 

The company marched from its 
Faneuil Hall Headquarters to the old 
State House, where it was greeted by 
the lieutenant governor, then proceeded 
to St. Paul’s Cathedral on Tremont 
Street, where services were held 
honoring deceased members. 

In the line of march were a number 


of old Massachusetts militia units 


dating back to the 18th century, 
including Minutemen contingent from 
Arlington, Concord, Lincoln and other 
towns. 

The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, originally chartered 
by the English Crown for the new 
colonies, maintains a museum and 
library at historic Faneuil Hall 
containing relics of every conflict in 
which the nation has fought. 

Among the local members of the 

unit besides Sacco are George Mignosa 
of Quincy and Henry Vozzella of 
Sharon, both first sergeants. 
Sacco is married to the former Marcia 
Fitzhenry of Dedham, and the couple 
have six children.

The Change of Command of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts took place on the Boston Common on the first Monday in June. 1992 by the 
commissioning of Colonel Leonard J. Sacco of Sharon, Massachusetts to Captain 
Commanding of this three hundred and fifty five year old organization. 


Behind and beyond the Ancients’ honored events and ceremonies, the nation and the world 
were in motion. We record here major and minor moments of the year.

Each passenger travelling economy class on a major airline is allowed two checked bags. 
The sum of the dimensions (length + width + height) of the larger bag may not exceed 62 
inches. The sum of the dimensions of both bags, calculated separately and added together, 
may not exceed 106 inches. In addition, each passenger may take one piece of carry-on 
luggage. Total dimensions of carry-on luggage may not exceed 45 inches. 


Currency 
In South Africa the unit of currency is the Rand. The rate of exchange is approximately 2.7 
Rand to the U.S. Dollar. 


The currency used in Brazil is the Cruziero. At press time the exchange rate is 6,500 
Cruzieros to the U.S. Dollar. 


Time Zones 
When it is noon in Boston it is 6:00 pm in South Africa and 1:00 pm in Rio de Janeiro.

Please fill out the luggage tags enclosed in the airline ticket wallet, insert them in the plastic 
sleeve provided, and attach one to each of your suitcases. These tags will greatly assist in 
the identification of your luggage at the airport and at the hotel.

In Rio de Janeiro you will find good prices on gemstones, particularly emeralds, silver

Language 

The two official languages of South Africa are English and Afrikaans. Most official notices 
and road signs appear in both languages. In addition, there are nine main African 
languages, the most widely spoken being Xhosa, Zulu, and Sotho. 


In Brazil, Portuguese is the official language. Spanish is also widely spoken and 
understood since all the countries surrounding Brazil are Spanish-speaking. 


In both countries businesses associated with the tourist trade generally employ those who 
speak at least some English.

Each returning U.S. resident may bring back $400 worth of goods purchased during their 
Stay in Europe. For amounts over $400, the first $1000 of taxable goods will be subject to 
a flat duty rate of 10% of the fair retail value. Duty rates vary on purchases over $1,400. 


In addition to $400 worth of personal goods, each traveler is allowed one carton of 
cigarettes and | litre of liquor without payment of any import duties. As a rule of thumb, the 
duty on a litre is about 15% of the cost of a bottle. 


If you should be asked, you must be able to prove that personal items, including watches, 
cameras, and jewelry, were in your possession before you left the United States and were 
not purchased while abroad. Receipts of purchase, repair, or cleaning are considered 
reasonable proof of your prior possession. If you have an expensive camera, it is advisable 
to declare this to Customs before you leave. This may be done at any international airport 
with a customs facility.

ceremony. Then its on to the Castle of Good Hope. 
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Dating from 1666, the castle is one of the oldest European structures in South Africa. 
Torture chambers, cells with ancient graffiti, the bulk of the William Fehr Collection of 
Africana, a military museum and a maritime museum are housed in this historic place. 
Following a collation the Company will board buses for the return to the hotel. 


Tonight, the 355th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty will be held in the Cape Sun Hotel 
Ballroom. Cocktails begin at 7:00 pm in the Ballroom foyer followed by the Gala Banquet 
at 8:00 pm. This promises to be a memorable evening for all in attendance. 


Information will be posted on the flipchart pertaining to tomorrow’s departure for Rio de 
Janeiro. 


Sunday, October 4 

Cape Town/Rio de Janeiro 

This will be a busy morning with breakfast, hotel check-out, and church services all 
planned prior to our early afternoon flight.

The first part of the tour will take us past Rio’s renowned beaches: Leblon, Ipanema, 
Copacabana, and Flamengo.

Corcovado rises 2,400 feet above the city and the dramatic figure is visible from almost all 
points in Rio. 
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After our return to the Inter-Continental early this afternoon the remainder of the day and 
evening will be at leisure. This evening you will have the opportunity to sample some of 
the city’s finest restaurants on your own. A listing of restaurant options will be available for 
your review at the Hospitality Desk. No matter what your craving or need, you are sure to 
find a restaurant with the ideal menu and ambience. 


Tuesday, October 6 

Sugar Loaf/Porcao Barbecue 

After breakfast, the morning and early afternoon are free for shopping, exploring Rio or just 
relaxing poolside. 


Later today the Company will board buses for what promises to be a memorable evening. 
First we'll journey to one of the most beautiful settings in the world — the top of Sugar Loaf 
Mountain. Sugar Loaf, one of the most spectacular mountain formations in the world, rises 
from the center of urban Rio. Here, cable cars will whisk you up to the top of Sugar Loaf, 
over 1,300 feet above sea level. The crescent of Copacabana will be in full view as the sun 
begins to slowly dip to the west. Later, as the city lights of Rio begin to sparkle, we'll enjoy 
cocktails amidst the stunning gardens that look out over the mountains and the city far 
below. 


Returning to the base of the mountain, we’ ll board waiting motor coaches for a short ride to 
the Porcao Restaurant. 


Tonight, the Ancients will feast in the traditionally Brazilian fashion — a deluxe Brazilian 
“churrasco” barbecue. Originating in the south of Brazil, in the “Gaucho” lands, the 
“churrasco” complimented by a sangria or draft, has become one of the most popular 
dinners around.

And, the view in every direction 
is spectacular — whether you’re admiring the mountain view, the crashing blue surf, or 
simply “people watching” the alluring beach crowds.

Today rise bright and early or sleep in late. After breakfast in the hotel, the morning and 
afternoon are free for the inevitable last-minute shopping.

This is a great pleasure to address you this evening and respond to this toast on behalf of our 
Armed Forces. On this occasion, as we remember our Armed Forces, this occasion, this 
first Monday in June, this Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery, we 


remember all of our other occasions when we, by tradition, commemorate our various 
Armed Services. 


We, in the National Guard, remember in December the founding of the North and East 
Regiments of Massachusetts, which create the lineage for our National Guard around the 
United States. Later on, in this month, is the commemoration of the founding of our regular 
Army. In November, is the founding of the Marine Corps and, certainly, later in this year. 


the commemoration of the U.S. Army Reserve and its founding in 1908. And all of the 
Services have these great traditions. 


They demonstrate our intense patriotism and our tradition of selfless service for thousands 
“ cru who have served, and we are truly one Armed Service for the United States, 
shoulder to shoulder here with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery of Massachusetts, one 


team, one fight, seeking peace, always, and, if necessary, decisive victory, if our country 
calls. Thank you. (Applause). 


Captain Sacco, General Reiz, thank you for joining us on our 355" Anniversary Banquet. 
I would like to give you a gift to remember the evening. (Renewed applause). 


Captain Sacco. Gentlemen, your attention. 


One more person from the audience I would like to introduce the Adjutant General from 
New Hampshire, Major General Lloyd Price (Applause). 


At this time, gentlemen, I would like you to give your undivided attention to our keynote 
speaker, Congressman Joe Moakley. 
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The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and the City of Boston owe a debt of 
gratitude to Joe for the beautiful renovations to the Old State House and Faneuil Hall, 
where the Ancients have been headquartered since 1742. 


Congressman Joe Moakley has been a member of the United States Congress since 1972, 
representing the Ninth Congressional District of Massachusetts. Joe enlisted in the Navy at 
the age of 15 and served in the South Pacific during World War II. 


Joe Moakley began his public life, his public service, at the age of 25, when he was elected 
to the Massachusetts House of Representatives and, later, the Massachusetts Senate. While 
a member of the Massachusetts House, he attended evening classes at Suffolk University. 


Joe was elected House Majority Whip, the year following his graduation. In his nearly 40 
years of public service, Joe has held offices of City Councillor, State Representative, and 
State Senator, before assuming his current duties as Congressman. Joe is also a member of 
the Bar of Massachusetts and Washington, D.C., and has been admitted to practice before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


In 1974, Joe Moakley was elected to the powerful House Rules Committee by Speaker Carl 
Albert. The Rules Committee acts as a traffic cop for the full House and is one of the most 
important and influential committees in Congress. The Rules Committee interviews all 
legislation produced by other committees, clears bills for House action, sets limits on 
debates and amendments, and rules on points of order 


In 1989, Joe Moakley was appointed Chairman of the Rules Committee, succeeding the 
late Congressman Claude Pepper. 


Besides being the Rules Chairman, Joe Moakley is also a Majority Deputy Whip and works 
closely with the House Speaker and other members of the Democratic leadership in moving 
priority legislation through the House. 


When six Jesuit priests, their housekeeper and her daughter were massacred by right wing 
Salvadorian military faction, Joe Moakley was chosen to head the special Congressional 
task force to investigate this atrocity. Due to the efforts of the so-called Moakley 
Commission, nine soldiers were charged with the murders. 


Ladies and gentlemen, it gives me great pleasure to present to you Congressman Joe 
Moakley. (Applause). 


Congressman John Joseph Moakley: Colonel Sacco, thank you for that very nice 
introduction. Reverend clergy, distinguished Medal of Honor recipients, distinguished 
foreign dignitaries, member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts and guests: 
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Iam very honored to be with you this evening to celebrate your June Day and to be invited 
by the Ancient and Honorables is really quite an honor, and I am sure that my brother, Bob 
, had nothing to do with this invitation 


I was talking to my friend of many, many years, Charlie Hoar—-everybody know Charlie; 
he was born before the organization was born — and Charlie asked about Tip O’ Neill, how 
Tip was feeling. 


And I said, “I was with him last week and Tip is feeling fine.. He is out golfing twice a 
week, down in Florida.” 


And we talked about other things, but whenever Tip O’Neill’s name comes up, I always 
have to think of one story that always brings a smile to my face. Tip is quite a storyteller, 
but he, himself, has been the butt of many stories, and this one is my favorite. 


He was flying to Denver, Colorado, to give a speech to a national organization and, as he 
deplaned, he was walking through the terminal and a young, good looking fellow comes up 
to him and said, “Hi, Mr. Speaker. How are you?” 

The Speaker says, “Fine. How are you?” 

He said, “Gee, it is nice to see you.” 

And the Speaker said, “Yes. It is nice to see you.” 

And, finally, the fellow said, “Mr. Speaker, you don’t know who I am.” 

He said, Son, I don’t know who you are. Look, I am 6’ 3”, a hank of white hair over my 
eyes, bulbous nose, cabbage ears, a cigar in my face.” He says, “I am on ‘Issues and 
Answers.’ I am on 'Face the Nation.’ I am on ‘C-Span.’ Iam on the front page of ‘Time,’ 


‘Newsweek’”. He says, “You have got me ata distinct disadvantage.” He said, “If you had 


any class, you would have said ‘Hi, Mr. Speaker. Iam so-and-so,’ and then we could have 
got started.” 


He said, “I am sorry, Mr. Speaker.” He said, “I am Robert Redford.” (Laughter. ) 


This is a true story. 


He said, “Bob.” He said, “Christ, you and I were together in the Speaker’s Dining Room 
about two weeks ago. We talked about acid rain. We talked about the ecology. We talked 
about Indian affairs.” 


He said, “That’s right, Mr. Speaker.” 
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He said,, “I am so embarrassed. It really won’t happen again.” 
So, they talked about cabbages and kings, and they departed their ways. 


Well, the Speaker had to address this group, and he related the story of how he was walking 
through the terminal. A young, good-looking fellow comes up and says, “Hi, Mr. Speaker.” 


“T was so embarrassed. You know who it was? It was Richard Redcroft.” (Applause). 


I knew, when the Speaker retired, he was not going to be a film critic. But Redford heard 
about the story and, every once in a while, he would come up to the Capitol because he is a 
political activist, and he would put his head in the Speaker’s door and he said, “Tell the 
Speaker that Richard Redcroft is here.” 


Well, about six months later, the Speaker is leaving the Mayflower Hotel with his chauffeur, 
and as they were departing the Mayflower Hotel, right across the street is Paul Young’s 
Restaurant, the former Paul Young’s Restaurant that was a favorite watering spot for many 
people who lived in the Capitol, and, in front of the restaurant were cameras moving, clieg 
lights, people moving back and forth,, and the chauffeur, Roger, nudged the Speaker and he 
said, “Mr. Speaker, there is your friend, Mr. Redford.” 


The Speaker says, “Once and for all, I’m going to put that story to bed that I don’t know 
who Robert Redford is.” 


So he walked across the street, stepped over the clieg lights, nudged himself in between a 
couple of people, went over to the corner where Redford was sitting and put his hand out. 
He says, “Bob, how are you?” 


Redford looked up. He said, “Fine, Mr. Speaker. How are you?” 
He says, “Great.” He says, “Bob, what are you doing in town?” 


He said, “Well, you must know, Mr. Speaker, we are making a movie, and you just ruined 
$15,000 worth of God damned film.” (Laughter.) 


Now, another story that didn’t get as much play as that one did is, one time we were in 
Kansas City, and about 4:00 o’clock in the morning—you know, —everybody wants a 
piece of him, so whenever he goes to a certain city, he has to pledge himself that he is going 
to go to about three or four cocktail parties. 


So, it is about 3:00 or 4:00 o’clock in the morning; we are finishing the last cocktail party, 
and we are walking across the lobby to go to the elevator so that we can go to our room. 
Now, out of the corner of my eye, I see Warren Beatty with a young, good looking blonde 
lady. Not that I know Warren Beatty, but I saw him in a couple of pictures. 
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So I see him zeroing in on the Speaker, and I know that the Speaker isn’t going to know this 
fellow from Simon the Magician. So as he got close, I said, “Mr. Speaker, you know 
Warren Beatty.” And the Speaker, if you know him, he puts his arm around him. 


“Warren, old buddy, nice to see you.” He said, “Gee, that is a lovely young lady you have 
on your arm,” and he started talking. And then, somebody pulls out the plug. He looks at 
Beatty. It seemed like it was about ten seconds. He looked in his eyes. 


He said, “Gee, you are a good looking bum. You ought to be a movie star.” (Laughter.) 


You know, Beatty thought he was kidding. We are walking away, and I says, “Tip, you 
know who that fellow is, don’t you?” 


He said, “Yes. Isn’t that Clyde Beatty, the lion tamer’s son?” 


I said, “No.” 
So that is my friend, Speaker O’Neill. 


But, actually, I am very happy to be with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
and our relations extend for many, many years, certainly, not back to 1638, but for many 
years. In the course of my 20-odd years in Congress, I have had a long and fruitful 
relationship with the organization. I have visited the Ancients’ Headquarters at Faneuil 
Hall many times over the past couple of decades, only to notice the crumbling walls, the 
roof leaks, the cracked windows, the hazardous wiring and electrical systems, and, for a 
200 year-old building to be still standing is quite an accomplishment. But Faneuil Hall is 
not just any 200 year-old building. 


Faneuil Hall represents much of what is unique and historic about our city, the nation, and 


the Ancients. AndI am not Saying this because my good friend, John Burchill, is here with 
us at the Head Table. 


But, enriched as we are in the City of Boston, with so many historic buildings and cultural 
resources, We sometimes forget and simply don’t appreciate the significance and traditions 
embodied in those familiar addresses that we walk by so casually every day. 


Your headquarters building, Faneuil Hall, and the Old State House are just two such 
facilities. Stately, historic, architecturally significant, these buildings were allowed to fall 
into a state of almost complete disrepair, and we were all guilty of permitting this to occur 
and allowing the slippage incurred by these treasures to tarnish Boston’s image and the 
Commonwealth’s reputation throughout the nation. 
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Fortunately, things have changed, and they have changed dramatically. The Boston 
National Historic Park has engaged in the successful effort to renew the important sites 
scattered about the City’s landscape that depict this nation’s struggle for freedom and 
democracy. Faneuil Hall, the Old State House, the Old South Meeting House, and 
Dorchester Heights, these national shrines have all been the recipient of Federal dollars that 
have enabled them to put on new faces while, simultaneously, preserving their sacred past. 


I am happy to report tonight that this year’s funding cycle should close one of the major 
chapters in our restoring these testaments to freedom. 


Now, with your permission, I would like to talk for just a few minutes about an issue that 
has concerned me, of late. As you all know, over 500 years ago, when Christopher 
Columbus first set foot in America, it probably took months, if not years, for the world to 
understand exactly what happened. Today, we live in an age of instant information, wire 
services, C-Span, CNN, live network hookups, that make sure that you and I know 
everything that is happening whether it be a revolution in some far-off land or the terrible 
events that took place in Waco, Texas, recently. All you need to do is turn your television 
set to the right channel. You can see it all before your very eyes, the good, the bad, and the 
ugly. Itis all there. Just pick the right channel. 


While we all treasure this instant information, there is a down side. The late great thinker, 
Archibald MacLeish, put it this way. “We are deluged with facts, but we have lost or are 
losing our human ability to feel them.” And I agree. 


In this age when we read that millions are slaughtered in Cambodia, or that there is ethnic 
cleansing in Bosnia, or that millions are starving in Somalia, or that millions of our own 
citizens are without health care, there is a numbness that overcomes us. It is as if we cannot 
fully comprehend severity or even the human reality of what is happening. Some of the 
things that we see on CNN are so grotesque and so outrageous that we sometimes even have 
a hard time relating to them. 


There is a tendency for us to throw up our hands and say, “What can I do?” 


I remember reading about the murders of six Jesuit priests and two women in El Salvador, 
back in 1989, At the time, I remember being startled by the news, but to be frank, it was 
nothing like the emotion that I felt when I visited the actual scene of the crime. As some of 
you may recall, after the tragedy, the Speaker of the House asked me to head a special 
Congressional task force to monitor the Salvadoran government’s investigation into that 
crime. I remember my first trip to El Salvador, visiting the grounds of the University of 
Central America where, only a few weeks earlier, the priests were gunned down. 


The bloodstains were still there. The parts of the brains that were blown out of the heads at 


the time were still there, the shattered glass. I wish I were a better wordsmith, but I don’t 
think I will ever be able to adequately describe what it was to be there, at that time. 
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I am not an emotional guy, but I felt close to tears. I kept asking myself, “That kind of 
animal would kill a priest? Who would murder two innocent women, one just a 15 year-old 
girl, in such a violent disgusting manner? Is this for real?” 


Believe me, when you are there at the site, it is for real. The distance created by your 
television suddenly disappears. You cannot flip the channels. It is real. And I will tell you, 
it sends a shiver up your spine. You are shocked. You are outraged. You are sad. You are 
disgusted, and you try, desperately, to find ways just to make sure that the tragedy of what 
just occurred would never happen again. 


You feel a moral obligation to push forward for justice. That is what happened to me when 
I visited El Salvador and, believe me, I am no foreign policy junkie. Before all this, a 
foreign policy issue to me was driving to East Boston to pick up an Italian sandwich. I used 
to think El Salvador was an amusement park somewhere in Texas. 


But, all of a sudden, this was real life. It wasn’t some abstraction. It wasn’t reading about 
some far-off land in Time magazine. I was actually there. 


Well, it may seem to some of you that I am stating the very obvious. I do think we 
sometimes view problems around the world, even some of the problems right here in our 
own country, as so overwhelming that we use the excuse for indifference or inaction. But, 
sometimes, when you come face to face with a particular situation, it is more difficult to 
dodge the issue or view it as some abstraction. In the case of El Salvador, I was told, early 
on, that I would most likely fail in my pursuit of the truth. I was counseled to travel to that 


country, make a few tough statements, and then return. But it was very hard to take that 
advice in the face of what began to unfold. 


After more than two years of investigating the case, I found that many members of the high 
command of the Salvadoran army, most of whom received training right here in the United 
States and all of whom benefited from the over $2 billion in United States aid, during the 
last decade, I found that they were involved in the planning and the executions and the 


coverup of the murders of those six Jesuit priests and two women at the University of 
Central America in El Salvador. 


And what infuriated me was that the Salvadoran military officers, notwithstanding the huge 
amounts of money that we gave them, felt that they had carte blanche to do whatever they 


hell they wanted to do, because they believed that Uncle Sam would do nothing except 
make a lot of noise for a very short time. 


I remember confronting a high-ranking U.S. diplomat about the questionable character of 
our supposed allies in the Salvadoran military. His response was, “Hey, they are our allies. 
Sometimes, you have to look the other way.” 
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Well, to that I said something I can’t repeat in a formal speech before this crowd. But, as I 
think all of you will agree, if we turn our heads, if we rationalize or explain away horrible 
human rights atrocities, then we betray the ideals and traditions that made our country 
great. 


I mean, our country has shed blood over these principles; we have fought wars; we have 
sacrificed lives over these very same principles. Simply stated, we may not be able to pick 
our relatives, but we can certainly pick our friends. And people who kill priests, nuns, 
women, children, students, teachers, unionists should not be our friends. Indeed, if the 
mentors of our youth taught us anything, they conveyed the adage that, when you look at 
your friends, you are actually looking at yourself. 


And one of my proudest moments as a United States Congressman was to be able to slash 
the military aid to the Salvadoran army, but I only wish that someone had done it long 
before I did. We stand for something in this country. We stand for freedom; we stand for 
justice; we stand for human rights. And we should be proud of the fact that we should boast 
to the world about that fact. 


When we lose our idealism, when we lose our sense of justice, and when we lose our sense 
of compassion, we lose our identity. In the midst of the investigating of the Jesuits’ case in 
El Salvador, a reporter told me that a high-ranking U.S. official sought to discredit my 
efforts by dismissing me as just an idealist, and someone who needs to get into the real 
world. 


Those comments saddened me, not because I cannot take constructive criticism, —I can 
—but because these words were so cynical. I am reminded of the words of President 
Woodrow Wilson who said, “Sometimes, people call me an idealist. Well, that is how I 
know I am really an American.” 


Let’s face it. Iam bread and butter politician from South Boston. I feel more comfortable 
in cutting ribbons and the opening of new Federal courthouses and trying to make sure that 
Mrs. O’ Leary gets her Social Security check on time. Iam not one of those blow dried, new 
wave, new-fangled, yuppie politicians. 


But, I have got to tell you that I worry that it is this extremely complex and diverse world, 
in which we all live; we are in danger of losing sight of our humanity. It is not just El 
Salvador, or Bosnia, or some other far-off land. It is also here in the United States. 


Human rights is an issue overseas, to be sure, but I am sure it is also an issue here at home. 
When I walk down the streets here in Boston, and I see people living in cardboard boxes, 
when I read reports addressing the issue of hunger in America, when I see the despair and 
the fear in the eyes of so many who are unemployed, I realize that those, too, are human 
rights issues.

My friends, the human rights violations we face here at home, be it starving children, 
illiterate adults, or despondent teenagers, may appear to be less shocking than the brutal 
murder of our Jesuits in El Salvador, but they are no less deserving of our attention. When 
we see these domestic challenges, let us commit to addressing them. Let us not flip the 
channel, not say, ““What can I do?” 


Let’s face them down in the spirit of our founding fathers, in the spirit of Christopher 
Columbus and other early explorers who sought out the unknown and the frightening. Be 
it El Salvador or our back yard, let us commit to exploring complex and overwhelming 
situations; let us commit to providing answers to some of these great problems and comfort 
the people who need it; and let us always commit and always seck the truth. 


In the very near future, we will be asked, on a national scale, to face some of these 
problems, be it health care, be it welfare reform, be it job creation; but let us commit 
ourselves to doing the right thing and I am sure, with your help and with your sense of 
fairness and justice, I know that we will. Thank you very much. (Applause, all rising.) 


Captain Sacco. Joe, thank you. 
On behalf of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I would like to present you 
with a book on our 350 years, a Self-History, and a frame depicting Faneuil Hall that you 


were so much involved in. (Renewed applause). 


Gentlemen, please give your attention to the Adjutant for the Sixth Regular Toast of the 
evening. 


Adjutant Moore. Ladies and gentlemen, please rise for the Sixth Regular Toast. 


The Sixth Regular Toast 


Adjutant Moore. This is the toast that I offered in South Africa on our recent trip, and I 
would like to use the same toast at this time. 


Before we visited, we had read. We have now visited. To read again, we read anew. We 
will understand. 


The Republic of South Africa. 


(Cries of “Hear! Hear!”’) 


Captain Sacco. Gentlemen, please be seated. 
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Responding to the toast will be a man who was a tremendous help in planning my Fall Tour 
of Duty, with all the military events that took place in South Africa. The Defense Military 
and Naval Attache at the Republic of South Africa and, also, the President of all foreign 
attaches in Washington, D.C., Colonel Marius Van Der Riet. (Applause). 


Colonel Marius Van Der Riet. I will take my cue from the Adjutant who takes this thing and 
loosens it, because, if I bend down this far, I might not be able to look up and see you all. 


Captain Commanding, and all those here tonight: In responding to the toast to South Africa, 
I would just like to say that I had the privilege, over these two days, of meeting various 
people who said to me they fought with South Africans in the Second World War, in Italy. 
I know that other South Africans fought with you in Korea. 


I have just entertained, in my home, our recently retired Secretary of Defense, who was 
qualified in your war College at Leavenworth, and the things he had to say about that. Well, 
if you can train students like that and then they become our Secretaries of Defense, it must 
be quite a college. 


And, gentlemen, I just want to say that what the Ancient and Honorable did in their tour 
down in South Africa, the good will that you all carried forward to my country, the good not 
only to them and the Defense force of my country and your country, but, also, the citizens, 
showing the friendliness, showing the good will, and showing the understanding of the 
tremendous changes taking place there, I can just say, “Thank you very much, thank you for 
the honor, thank you for the privilege of what I have seen this weekend, Thank you for 
joining, thank you for visiting my country. And God bless the Ancient and Honorables.” 


Thank you, sir. (Applause). 


Captain Sacco. Marius, you have been a great help to us, and I would like to present you 
with a couple of gifts. 


This is a tray that we gave out, a trip gift depicting South Africa and Rio. (Renewed 
applause.) 


Please give your attention to the Adjutant for the Seventh and Eighth Regular Toasts of the 
evening. 


Adjutant Moore. Ladies and gentlemen, please rise for the Seventh Regular Toast. 


The Seventh Regular Toast 
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Adjutant Moore. The lights of this city never dimmed. We enjoyed a splendid trip. 
The City of Rio de Janeiro. 


(Cries of “Hear! Hear!’’) 
Adjutant Moore. Ladies and gentlemen, the Eighth Regular Toast. 
The Eighth Regular Toast 


Adjutant Moore. Granted a charter in 1537 by Henry the VIII, the oldest regiment in the 
British Army, and the Senior Unit of the Territorial Army, our Mother Country across the 
pond, the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 


(Cries of “Hear! Hear!”’) 
Captain Sacco. Please be seated. 


Responding to the toast will be the Honourable Artillery Company’s representative here in 
the USA, Captain David Duffy. 


Captain David Duffy. Captain Commanding Captain Sacco, honored guests, ladies and 
gentlemen: 


Those who have been following closely this evening will have noted, in fact, not two, but 
three people in HAC uniform tonight —Major Jones, Lieutenant Lewin, and myself. 
Furthermore, those of you who customarily sit in the front row, there is a deathly hush 
tonight. Normally, I have had the same speech for some years, and nobody has ever 
noticed. You were all terribly quiet, and I was so impressed, I actually dashed off some new 
notes before coming to the podium, because I thought somebody might notice. 


Anyway, as you probably all know, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was 
founded by HAC members in 1638. But, it was not until some 250 years later that sort of a 


spark of curiosity aroused itself, and somebody said, “Well, what are we doing back home, 
where we came from?” 


And so, about 250 years later, in 1896, they decided to go back and have a look and see how 
the old firm was going. They chartered a ship, from Cunard, of course. It was called the 
Scythia. I have been forbidden to make any comments about the Scyhthia. 


Anyway, it duly arrived in Liverpool, and was met by various dignitaries and marched 
through the City. And I have read contemporary reports of this march through the City. 
And it is on record that the ladies of Liverpool gave the Ancients a rapturous reception and 
waved scarves, shawls, and other garments from the windows.

You will be delighted to know that, when your predecessors took the train from Liverpool 
to London, it arrived some four hours late, and Prince Albert had gone home. However, 
they eventually met and they all lived happily ever after. 


In any event, 1996 is fast approaching and the Centenary of the Ancients’ first visit to us in 
London. I cannot guarantee or forecast what garments the ladies will be allowed to wave 
from their windows, but I am quite sure they will lack nothing. 


Thank you, gentlemen. Keep your powder dry for London. It is going to be a great 
occasion. (Applause.) 


Captain Sacco. Thank you, Captain Duffy, and want you to take home a little remembrance 
of the evening. 


Gentlemen, before going into our Ninth Regular Toast, I would like to say a few words 
about this past year. 


Reverend clergy, officers, past commanders, distinguished head table guests, and fellow 
Ancients and guests: 


I stood here a year ago full of gratitude and ready to take command of this great Company. 
At that time, I asked you for your help and your support, and I received both. I thank you 
for that, and for allowing me to serve as your 284th Captain Commander. 


To serve as the Captain Commanding of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is, 
truly, a distinguished honor. When I entered this great Company in 1979, I never dreamed 
that, one day, I would be in command. To know that my portrait will hang on the walls of 
our Armory at Faneuil Hall with the other 283 Past Commanders in this organization is 
truly incredible. 


I wish to thank my staff, my Sergeants, and the many Ancients that came forward, for their 
loyalty and continued support. Time does not permit me to introduce all of my staff, but, at 
this time, I would like to ask them to please stand and have some applause. Staff? 
(Applause.) Thank you gentlemen. 


Gentlemen, that is what makes this such a great organization, the cooperation, the 
camaraderie, the support and service, the help to one another. Gentlemen, don’t lose that 
because, if you do, you have lost the most important thing in life. 
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In this past year, I have received advice from many of you. Some of it I have taken and 
some I have not. I hope I have not offended anyone and, if I have, I apologize. 


My wife has often said to me that song, “I did it my way,” was written for Leo Sacco, 
although I don’t think, Frank Sinatra would agree. As I said to you last year, and I repeat it 
again, there is no way that I would be standing here tonight, if it were not for the complete 
dedication of my wife, Marcia, and my family. And I would like, at this time, to share with 
you, in a moment of pride, my family. (Applause.) 


1992-1993 was an extremely busy term of office, mainly, due to the special events that took 
place with the celebration of the Quincentennial. The Tall Ships and the Parade of Sail was 
the largest event ever seen in New England. Then came the Reception, the Fireworks, the 
T/S Patriot State, the Tall Ships’ Captains’ Reception at the State House. 


The Tall Ships’ Crews’ Parade, the visit of Prince Philip to the USS Constitution. The 
Reception on the HMS Active, followed by the Nautical Ball at Symphony Hall. The 
Spanish Ships’ Caravels, the Quincentennial Parade, followed by a dinner dance that 
evening. 


The transferring of the Colors back tour Armory at Faneuil Hall just about completed the 
special events of the year. 


The move from our temporary quarters at the Coast Guard Base back to our Armory at 
Faneuil Hall was a transition I hope we never have to see again. There are no words that 
can express our thanks to all the Coast Guard men and women that made our two years in 
our temporary home such a pleasurable event. 


The 355" Fall Field Day Tour of Duty to South Africa and Rio de Janeiro was a trip that 
will long be remembered, and I thank all of you that supported me in my decision to go 
there. Regardless of the depressed economic climate and all the rain we had, and I finally 
had my day in the sun today, we still had a great year. 


Ithank you for a very fulfilling and rewarding year. Good luck and God Bless. (Prolonged 
applause, all rise.)

At this time, please give your attention to the Adjutant for the Ninth Regular Toast of the 
evening.

Adjutant Moore. Ladies and gentlemen, the Ninth Regular Toast. 
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That this Company will be, in the future, as they are today, so worthy of the respect and 
regard, that you will continue to be proud of her and she will continue to be proud of you.

(Cries of ‘Hear! Hear!”’) 
Captain Sacco. Gentlemen, please be seated. 


Responding to the toast will be a good friend of mine that I wish all the best of health, 
happiness, and luck this coming year, your newly-elected Captain Commanding, 
Lieutenant Colonel Ernest Caggiano.. (Applause). 


Captain-elect Ernest C. Caggiano. Thank you, Leo. 


In my first duties as responder for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I would 
like to call upon the Senior Past Commander present, Captain John Riley, who has a 
pleasant duty to perform. 


Captain John J. Riley, Jr. Colonel Sacco, if you will please stand. 


Iam only happy to present you the miniature gorget, which is a symbol of your command, 
Past Command, as Captain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. (Applause). 


Captain Sacco. Thank you very much. 


Captain-elect Caggiano. Traditionally, the comments of the Incoming Captain are very 
brief, and I am a great traditionalist. Regretfully, today, I was a little bit our of sorts, and I 
want to thank the people around me that helped me through the day. 


They say that pride is one of the seven deadly sins. Well, I think I had better see the 
Chaplains tonight, because I have a little confession to make. I am awfully proud to be 
here.

Adjutant Moore. The presentations — I would like to have come forward at this time — is 


from Lieutenant Colonel Tom Taylor, the Commander of the 211" Field Artillery of the 
Massachusetts Army National Guard. 
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Tom and I go back a long way, and it was great to see Tom there today on the Boston 
Common. We served together at Mass. Military Academy as Instructors at O.C.S. for about 
five years on the Tactics Team, and Tom represented the D-H.A.V.A.R.T.E. Commander, 
this evening; that Division Headquarters Artillery of the Massachusetts Army National 


Guard, 26' Division. 
So, Tom, it is all yours. You wanted me to talk, and, now, it is all yours. 


Lieutenant Colonel Tom Taylor. Now, I am going to talk. By the way, John is my brother, 
same father, different mother. I like my mother. Thank you, John. 


On behalf of the 26h yankee Division Commander, the Artillery Commander, Colonel 
Able C. Leete, it is an honor to present these symbols of our artillery heritage and tradition. 
First, to the outgoing Captain Commanding, Colonel Leonard J.- they told me to call him 


Leo ~ Sacco, the 2844 Commander of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, Leo 
Sacco. (Applause). 


And, last, to the newly-elected Second Lieutenant for ’93-’94, Second Lieutenant Richard 
A. Luccio. (Applause.) 


Thank you very much. 
Adjutant Moore. Thank you, Tom. 


At this time, I would like to call upon next year’s Chief of Staff, Past Commander, Brigadier 
General Joseph A. Milano. 


Brigadier General Joseph A. Milano. Captain Commanding Caggiano, Captain Ernie, 
Brothers, Sergeants: 


History has an uncanny way of repeating itself. Four years ago, I stood before you, coming 
into office as Ernie did tonight as Captain Commanding, and J was presented something — 
he being the presenter. At Ernest’s first staff meeting, before taking office, he instructed all 
his officers that, at all ceremonies and parades, they will bear sabres. 


As your Chief of Staff, I will ask you to come forward. On behalf of your commissioned 
staff, this year, your Sergeants, of which we are all very proud to have amongst us is our 
Captain Commanding and our First Lieutenant, Sergeants of the *77-'78, and our Honorary 
Sergeants, I am proud to present you with your personal sabre. 


I would like the commissioned staff to please stand and, also, the Sergeants of °77-'78, and 
our Honorary Sergeants to please stand. And, after the presentation and adjournment, I 
would like you all to extend your well wishes to our Captain Commanding at the Head 
Table, so we could, collectively, take a photo, so that we will have part of this moment. 
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Captain Commanding? (Applause.) 


Captain-elect Caggiano. The bond and affection between the Sergeants of ’77-’78, and 
especially my friend, Joe, go beyond words. Thank you. (Renewed applause.) 


Adjutant Moore. Father McCabe. 
Benediction 
Colonel Edward G. McCabe. Let us pray. 


Keep us, Lord, ever joyful and thankful in the tunefull turning of Your ways, and the infinite 
means of Your mercy. 


We thank You for the time, the talent, and the treasure You give each of us. 
We thank You for this dinner, this fellowship, and this ancient tradition.

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Joe Moakley 


Congressman Joe Moakley has been a member of the United States Congress since 
1972, representing the Ninth Congressional District in Massachusetts. 


_ doe Moakley enlisted in the Navy at the age of fifteen and served in the South Pacific 
during World War II. Following the War, he attended the University of Miami. Joe married the 
former Evelyn Duffy in 1957. 


Joe Moakley began his life of public service at age twenty-five when he was elected to 
the Massachusetts House of Representatives and later the Massachusetts Senate. While 
a member of the Massachusetts house, he attended evening classes at Suffolk University 
Law School. He was elected House Majority Whip the year following his graduation. In his 
nearly forty years of public service, Joe Moakley has held the offices of City Councilor, 
State Representative and State Senator before assuming his current duties as 
Congressman. He is also a member of the Bar in Massachusetts and Washington D.C. and 
has been admitted to practice before the U.S. Supreme Court. 


At the beginning of the 94th Congress in 1974, Joe Moakley was appointed to the 
powerful House Rules Committee by Speaker Carl Albert. The Rules Committee acts as the 
“traffic cop” for the full House and is one of the most important and influential committees in 
Congress. The Rules Committee reviews all legislation produced by other committees, 


cea bills for House action, sets limits on debates and amendments, and rules on points of 
order. 


As a member of the committee, Joe Moakley has advocated streamlining the legislative 
process to enable Congress to respond more quickly and effectively to the complicated 
issues that come before it. 


In 1989, Joe Moakley was appointed Chairman of the Rules Committee, succeeding the 
late Congressman Claude Pepper. Besides being the Rules Chairman, Joe Moakley is also 
a Majority Deputy Whip and works closely with the House Speaker and other members of the 
Democratic leadership in moving priority legislation through the House. 


, When six Jesuit priests, their housekeeper and her daughter were massacred by a 
right wing Salvadoran military faction, Joe Moakley was chosen to head the Special 
Congressional Task Force to investigate this atrocity. Due to the efforts of the so called 
“Moakley Commission," nine soldiers were charged with the murders.

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HISTORIC ENDICOTT ROCK 


Endicott Rock is a monument to the first visit of white men of which there is any 
knowledge. The lettering upon the Rock was done to perpetuate the record of an official 
delegation sent by the Massachusetts Bay Colony to ascertain the northern-most boundary 
of its territory, in the summer of 1652, only thirty-two years after the Pilgrims landed on 
Plymouth Rock. The exact date, as specified in the report, included in the old colony 
records, was August 1, 1652, which deserves to be made Endicott Memorial Day and 
regularly observed. 


Having reached what was considered the head of the Merrimack River, three miles north of 
which was to be established the northwest boundary point of the territory embraced in the 
Massachusetts Colony territorial tract, as specified in their charter from the king of 
England, they evidently deemed it unnecessary to attempt to go any further, as the stated 
distance, three miles further on, would but establish the point sought in the water or very 
near the northern shore of the lake, and the arm of the lake extending northerly, a little west 
of north, might have been deemed an inconvenient or impassable barrier, as it would not 
have been known how far it extended. 


Selecting this conveniently-located, large, round-topped boulder, at the mouth of the river 
channel, they chiseled upon its face the name of Governor Endicott, of the Bay Colony, and 
their own initials, and probably the date which in some manner has been effaced. Captain 
Symon Willard and Captain Edward Johnson were the leaders in this party of explorers, 
They were assisted by John Sherman, Jonathan Ince and other white men and several 
dependable Indians. The complete report is available among the Massachusetts state 
records. The latitude of the place was stated to be 43 degrees, 40 minutes, 12 seconds 
— three miles were north which. runneth into the lake.” The party did not remain 
ong. 


After this important event many years rolled by before other white men came. “the ancient 
solitude reigned again about the lake,” except for aboriginal disturbances. Old Endicott 
Rock was entirely forgotten for 181 years after the inscriptions were engraved upon it. 
Finally, in 1833, it was rediscovered, after which some efforts were made to preserve it.But 
not until 1892 did the State of New Hampshire complete protective measures, including the 
memorial structure of granite enclosing it, which was dedicated in the fall of that year. 


The old log blockhouse, or fort, erected as a barrier against the Indians, by the first 
surveyors of land for the old town of Gilmantown, the northwest corner of which was 
specified to be here, was located on the point of land directly opposite Endicott Rock, on 
the east side of the river channel, in 1736, and the first log structures for dwelling purposes 
stood slightly to the southward, near the shore of the river channel 
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As we look back more than 250 years it seems a long time, but how insignificant when 
compared with the measureless years of solitude through which this grey old sentinel 
silently guarded the outlet of the lake, and the more distant aeons of time when 
Winnipesaukee turned its waters into the sea by another channel, and there was no ‘head of 
the Merrimack’ here; or with the glacial wanderings of this voiceless stone from its cradle 
bed in the infinite past, when there was no ‘Beautiful Water of the Highlands,’ and the 
‘Smile of the Great Spirit’ had not rested among the hills. 


“Wonderful, indeed, has been the unrecorded history of this now exalted wanderer. More 
wonderful, yet are the vicissitudes which await it. It beheld nature’s tumultuous uproar 
previous to and during the breaking up of the great ice-cap and the withdrawal of its waters, 
and held other awful conditions prior to the appearance of man. Races had vanished and 
been buried in eternal oblivion before this primeval stone found a resting-place here. So 
shall our race perish and be forgotten, in the infinite years; and as our lifeless planet shall 
swing into the wild and stormy hereafter, relentless Time, scorning our efforts to perpetuate 
the work of human hands, with titanic blows shall beat Endicott Rock into impalpable 


dust.” 


The foregoing quoted passages are from the dedicatory address of Endicott Memorial, 
written and delivered by Hon. E.P. Jewell of Laconia, an eloquent time obtaining data for 
the article, going more into detail during the address as follows: 


“Several of the principal nobility of England obtained from King James all the land in 
America between the degrees of 40 and 48 north latitude, by the name of New England. 
John Mason obtained from this corporation several grants, bearing date March 9, 1621; 
August 10, 1622; November 7, 1629, and April 22, 1633. He was instated in fee ,in a vast 
tract of land known as New Hampshire. November 27, 1629, Mason and Fernando Gorges 
procured a grant of territory by the name of Laconia. Mason transported settlers, built 
houses, forts and magazines, and furnished arms, including artillery and all necessary 
materials for establishing a plantation, at very great expense. 


“In 1628 the Governor and Company of the Massachusetts Bay of New England secured 
from the Council of New England a grant of lands therein described. A royal charter was 
obtained, March 4, 1629. The boundaries and descriptions of all these grants were 
imperfect and strangely confused. The interior had never been explored, and difficulties of 
the most perplexing nature arose as soon as settlements were undertaken upon territory 
which seemed to be included in both grants, to Mason and to the Bay Company. A section 
of the Massachusetts charter, referring to the northern boundary, was as follows: ‘and also 
all and singular lands and hereditaments whatsoever which lie and be within the space of 
three English miles to the northward of said river, called Monomack, alias Merrimack, or 
to the northward of any and every part hereof.’ 
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“Mason’s New Hampshire grant of November 7, 1629, embraced all the part of the main 
land in New England lying upon the sea coast, beginning from the middle part of the 
Merrimack river, and from thence northward along the seacoast to the Piscataqua river, and 
‘so forwards up within the said river, and to the furthest head thereof, and from thence 
northwestward until three-score miles be finished from the first entrance of Piscataqua 
river; also from the Merrimack through the said river and to the furthest head thereof, and 
so forwards up into the lands westward until three score miles be finished,’ etc. 


“In 1652 the Massachusetts Colony resolved upon an exploring expedition, to determine 
and to fix the northern boundaries of their patents. Prior to this time conflicting views upon 
the construction of the peculiar description in their charter had been entertained, and now, 
upon a careful perusal of the instrument, it was determined that a point three miles 
northward of the head of the Merrimack river was the northern limit of their territory, and 
this notable expedition was organized to go up the river, to find the head thereof, and to 
establish the bounds. At this time probably no white man had ever approached the lake 
nearer than a point three miles north of the ‘forks’ of the river at Franklin. 


“ A previous expedition had explored the river as far as Franklin falls and made a partial 
survey. This committee placed the northern boundary line at a great pine tree, three miles 
north of the union of the Winnipesaukee and Pemigewasset rivers, then rightfully 
considered the head of the Merrimack, as has since been established. This first survey was 
doubtless made in the summer or early autumn of 1638. The pine tree was marked to 
indicate the extreme limit of the possessions under the colonial charter, and was known for 
many years as ‘Endicott’s tree.’ It is formally alluded to in the claim presented by 
Massachusetts to the celebrated Salisbury court, August 8, 1737, as a ‘certain tree 
commonly known for more than 70 years past by the name of Endicott’s tree, standing three 
miles northward of the parting of the Merrimack river,’ etc. 7 


“ The construction put upon the charter in the spring of 1652 made an authoritative 
exploration a necessity. Difficulties and complications had arisen, involving other charters 
and individual rights. The conflict was serious and the difficulties great. The men who 
came up the Merrimack 240 years ago did not penetrate the wilderness as adventurers. 
They were representatives of the Massachusetts Colony and came to determine boundaries 
and to take possession. The order of the court, May 3, 1652, was as follows: ‘For the better 
discovery of the north line of our patent it is ordered by this court that Captain Symon 
Willard and Captain Edward Johnson be appointed as commissioners to procure such 
artists and other assistance as they shall judge meet to go with them, to find out the most 
northerly part of Merrimack river, and that they be supplied with all manner of necessaries 
by the treasurer, fit for the journey, and they use their utmost skill and ability to make a true 
observation of the latitude of that place, and that they do it with all convenient speed and 
make return thereof to the next session of this court.’ 
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“The great purpose was to reach the most northerly part of the river. The head of the 
Merrimack was the point in doubt. The expedition of 1638, seemingly, had only reached 
the forks of the Merrimack and Pemigewasset rivers, at Franklin falls. For the new 
enterprise very able men were chosen. Willard was a captain of the militia and frequently 
amember of the general court from Concord (Mass.). He afterward commanded a portion 
of the Massachusetts forces in King Philip’s war of the Indians. He was born in Kent, 
England, and came to Massachusetts in 1634. He was the author of ‘Wonder Working 
Providence of Zion’s Saviour in New England,’ which was published in London, in 1654. 
Willard and Johnson were active and leading men in all colonial affairs. 


“The commissioners procured Jonathan Ince, a scholar, who lived in Cambridge, and John 
Sherman, a prominent citizen and land surveyor of Watertown, as artists and surveyors, to 
observe and take the latitude of the most northerly part of the head of Merrimack river. 
Sherman was the great-grandfather of the celebrated Roger Sherman, one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. Eliot, the apostle to the Indians, mentions Ince as a 
‘godly young man, who hath a singular faculty to learn and pronounce the Indian tongue.” 
Ince was undoubtedly selected because he could do the scientific work of the expedition 
and could also communicate with the Indians. 


“Dr, Samuel Green, in his pamphlet on the northern boundary of Massachusetts, speaks of 
Ince as the ‘confidential clerk of President Dunster.’ He graduated at Harvard in the class 
of 1650, and acted in various capacities connected with the college for several years 
afterward. I have little doubt that the inscription on Endicott Rock was the work of 
Jonathan Ince, and that his own initials were the last which received the touch of his hands. 


“It ig doubtful if four other men could have been found in New England so fully equipped 
for the important work before them. James Prentiss and another white man, whose name is 
not preserved, accompanied the commissioners, as assistants. Willard and Johnson 
‘indented with two Indians, well acquainted with the Merrimack river and lakes, born and 


bred all their lives thereupon, intelligent as any in all these parts.’ 


“The language of the report is: “We covenanted with them (the Indians) to lead us up the 
Merrimack river as far as the river was Merrimack river. Few Indians’ names survive, 
except the great leaders of the extinct race, but ‘Pontahaum’ and ‘Ponbakin,’ the intelligent 
native guides, who were acquainted with this great lake, and who led this first expedition to 
it, have an abiding place in history. Indians were indispensable in these first journeys into 
the interior, It must be remembered that one was appointed by the magistrates, in 1638, to 
go with Woodward and Stretten. Willard and Johnson evidently selected superior guides, 
‘very intelligent and well acquainted with the river and lakes,’ upon whom they could rely 
for necessary information. 


“When they came to the forks of the river and to ‘Endicott’s tree, with the marks upon it, 


placed there fourteen years before, by the former explorers, a serious question arose as to 
how far the river was Merrimack, and which of the branches, if either, was to be followed. 
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“They report: ‘When we came short of the lake about sixty miles, then came two rivers into 
one. One came from the westward of north, and the other from the northward of the east. 
The westerly river, to me, as I then thought, was bigger than the other. But taking notice of 
both of these rivers, and knowing we must make use of but one, I called to the Indians to 
inform us which was Merrimack river. Their answer was, the river which was next unto us, 
which came from the easterly point, which river we followed unto the lake.’ 


“From the affidavit of Richard Waldern,’called out by the general court, in 1665, to give 
evidence of what we know about the name of Merrimack river,’ it appears the Indians 
understood both branches to be a part of the Merrimack, ‘not only in that branch which 
runneth from Winnipicoocket,’ but the other branch, ‘which runneth more westerly.’ 


“Peter Weares also declared under oath that the natives told him, as far back as 1638, that 
the lake called ‘Winnipiseket’ issued into the river of Merrimack. These Indians, 
“Pontahaum and ‘Ponbakin,’ must be regarded as undoubted authority at that time that the 
river Merrimack continued to the lake. 


“The difficulty of navigating the river and small lakes to Winnipesaukec at that time is 
evident from their estimate of the distance from Franklin to The Weirs. That a sailboat was 
used appears from the commissioner’s account. Whether or not a sailboat reached the lake 
at that time must forever remain a matter of conjecture. The Indians navigated the river and 
lakes from Aquadoctan (The Weirs) to the sea with very large canoes, and had ‘carrying- 
places,’ as they were called, where the canoes were taken out and carried past the falls. It 
is not improbable that the trouble of getting up the river from Franklin was on account of 
the difficulties incident to the sailboat. 


“Upon their arrival at the lake a well-shaped boulder was found, exactly at the head of the 
Tiver, seemingly inviting attention, upon which it was decided to carve the inscription, 
making an enduring record of their visit, forming an object for unborn generations who will 
come from the crowded cities for rest and comfort and to enjoy the pure air and unsurpassed 
scenery of Central and Northern New Hampshire. 


“Tt is fortunate that we know the names of the pioneer tourists to this delightful spot; 
fortunate that they left their enduring initials upon the only register open to them. 


“Here was an Indian village, then, and many of the children had never seen a pale-face. We 
are unable to state when the Indians left their village at Aquadoctan but it is well known that 
Isaac Bradley and Joseph Whittaker were taken captive by the Indians at Haverhill, Mass., 
in the fall of 1695, and were held at the lake all winter. They escaped the following spring, 
and after nine days in the woods arrived safely at Saco, on the seashore.”

THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-FIFTH ANNUAL RECORD 


“A century later, or a little more, white settlers came and civilization slowly advanced. The 
old controversies involving jurisdiction, titles and boundaries had long been settled, and 
once important reports had been lost or filed away and forgotten. Another generation was 
upon the stage. Willard, Johnson, Sherman and Ince had been sleeping more than 150 
years, and no man lived who knew aught of the inscribed stone, for this faithful sentinel 
‘silently kept the mysterious record unobserved’ until a laborer, Lang Maxfield, one of a 
gang of men employed by Stephen Lyford, in removing the rocks which then obstructed the 
channel, fortunately observed the markings. This was in 1833. 


“The larger rocks were being drilled and shattered by explosives, and this ancient landmark 
might have shared the same fate but for the timely discovery of the almost indistinguishable 
lettering upon it. Mr. Lyford’s attention was called to the “queer marks,’ and he partially 
deciphered the letters. The name of Governor Endicott was easily read. 


“The same day the discovery was made known to the eminent Judge George Y. Sawyer, 
who was then practicing law at Meredith Bridge (Laconia). The next morning Lyford, 
Sawyer, Daniel Tucker and John P. Coffin visited The Weirs and made a most enthusiastic 
examination. Judge Sawyer investigated the matter and with Colonel Phillip Garrigan 
prepared the article which appeared in volume 4 of the collection of the New Hampshire 
Historical Society. In a letter to me Judge Sawyer said: “All inquiries made by Messrs. 
Lyford, Tucker and Coffin, as well as myself, of aged people, failed to elicit any 
information in regard to the inscription, and we were convinced that there was no 
knowledge of such sculptured rock, or any tradition of its existence, among the people in 


that section of the country.” 


“Since its discovery the waters of the lake have been controlled by the dam at Lakeport, so 
that the surface of the rock has been covered a great portion of the Te (The surface of 
the lake is higher than in its former natural state, on account of the dam). “It was found that 
the water and ice were rapidly obliterating the inscription. In October, 1880, casts were 
made by two Italian artists of Boston, Senors Lunchini and Caporoni, one of which is 
preserved in the rooms of the New Hampshire Historical Society, in Concord; one was 
given to the Massachusetts Historical Society, and a third to the Proprietors of the Locks 
and Canals of the Merrimack River, whose office is in Lowell, Mass. Several others are 
said to be in existence. But while the inscription was quite well defined, and to prevent 
further destruction, the Legislature of New Hampshire, September 7, 1883, and August 23, 
1885, made appropriations, and the State appointed commissioners to insure the 


preservation of the rock. 


“In the building of the Endicott Memorial structure the merely ornamental was sacrificed 
in the attempt to make the work appropriate, massive and permanent. The engravings upon 
the old rock and the substantial structure enclosing it are intended to perpetuate the record 
of an important event in colonial history. 
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“Two hundred and forty years ago this ‘Beautiful Water of the Highlands’ was probably 
discovered by civilized man. There is no reasonable doubt that the explorers stood upon 
this historic stone, August 1, 1652, and upon that day cut the inscription upon its granite 
face. There is something sacred about this remarkable record, which marks a period only 
thirty-two years from the first settlement of Plymouth, Massachusetts. The stone is the 
oldest public monument in New England. Its age alone would command respect.” 


Original Surveys About the Weirs 


The first efforts of white people to establish a settlement within the Winnipesaukee lake 
region of which we have any record occurred in 1736, though a previous preliminary 
survey had been made in 1652. The 1652 survey was made to determine the northernmost 
boundary of Massachusetts, which was specified as three miles north of the head of the 
Merrimack River, which at that time was erroneously supposed to have its source in Lake 
Winnipesaukee. It was at the completion of this first survey, at The Weirs, in 1652, that 
Endicott Rock was inscribed. 


In 1727 a large tract of land was granted by the Province of New Hampshire, under King 
George of England, to a company composed of 164 persons, 24 of whom were named 
Gilman, settlers in Exeter and vicinity. Some of them had penetrated the wilderness, looked 
over the ground and were desirous of locating near the shores of the lake. This grant was 


later confirmed by the Masonian “proprietors,” claimants of all the Winnipesaukee Lake 
territory. 


The territory embodied in this grant was named Gilmantown and embraced the present 
towns of Gilmanton, Alton, Gilford, Belmont, Northfield and those portions of Tilton and 
the City of Laconia east of the river flowing out of Lake Winnipesaukee, including the 
easterly portion of The Weirs district.

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CARAVEL TOUR HISTORY 


The Tour 

Built and owned by the government of Spain, the authentic replicas of Christopher 
Columbus’ famous ships departed from the Spanish port of Huelva on October 12, 1991, to 
retrace their historic voyage to the New World. The ships made the trans-Atlantic crossing 
in 29 days, making stops in San Juan, Puerto Rico, the Dominican Republic and the 
Bahamas, all places Columbus stopped on his first trans-Atlantic voyage. In February, the 
Nina, Pinta and Santa Maria headed to Miami and have since sailed up the coast, visiting 
several southern U b.S. cities. They arrive in Philadelphia on Wednesday, June 17. After 
their Philadelphia visit, the ships continue making stops along the Atlantic coast, then plan 
to sail back down the East Coast and up the California coast. 


Development and Construction 


The ships are constructed of the same materials as those used by ship carpenters in the 


15th century. Different types of oak were used for the keel, hull and all of the planking, 


while all of the standing rigging is of pine. All the oak and pine wood used in the 
construction came from the forests of Galicia and the Pyrenees. All the nails used to fasten 
the wood were forged by hand, using nails recovered from an early 16th century shipwreck 
as a model. Hemp was used to caulk the ships. Bottoms, deckworks and decks and to make 
both the standing and running rigging. However, since it was impossible to obtain sail 
materials with the proper qualities, the sails of the ships are made of linen, the closest 
natural fiber to hemp canvas. 

Begun in 1981, the Columbus Caravel Tour project has cost the Spanish government 
approximately $14 million in research, construction and European and American touring 
costs. The United States tour of the Columbus ships is managed by the Spain ’92 


Foundation, a publicly-supported non-profit organization created by the Spanish 
government. 


The Captains and Crew 


Under the leadership of Lt. Commander Santiago Bolibar Pineiro, the replicas are 
manned by Spanish Navy officers and volunteer civilians. A crew of 62 men sails on the 
three ships; 28 on the Santa Maria and 17 sailors each on the Nina and the Pinta. While at 
sea, the sailors sleep below deck on cots, or, weather permitting, on the decks in hammocks. 


Equipment 

To insure proper navigability, Nina, Pinta and Santa Maria carry the same navigational 
equipment as their predecessors: a tide marker, cross staff, an astrolabe, quadrant, hour 
glass, compass and zondaleza to measure wind speeds. In a concession to the modern day 
and their itinerary, the ships are equipped with motors. As Columbus’ ships did before 
them, the replicas fly the flag and standard of Castille and Leon and the royal standard of 
Queen Isabella and King Ferdinand.

The Caravels: 

Built and owned by the Spanish government (Spain 92), the ships are authentic 
replicas of the vessels which took Columbus to the New World in 1492. The dimensions of 
the three ships are: Santa Maria = 29.60 meters, Pinta, = 22.75 meters, and Nina = 21.48 
meters. 


The ships were launched on August 3, 1990 and have so far toured 22 ports in Europe where 
they attracted over 2 million people, and 15 seaports in the United States, where they have 
so far attracted over 500,000 people. 


The Visit To Boston: 

The caravels are scheduled to arrive in Boston on August 6 and depart on August 17. 
The vessels, which will be docked at the World Trade Center, will be open for public 
boarding week-ends from 9:00 AM to 9:00 PM, and Monday through Friday from 9:00 AM 
to 7:00 PM. 


Related Events: 

There are a number of events currently being planned in conjunction with the caravels’ 
visit which will create an overall festival atmosphere, these include: “Dancing Waters” 
show, a “History of Communications” laser show, exhibits, Spanish Dance Theater shows, 
and other musical and cultural programs on two stages adjacent to the area.

CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS 
1451 - 1506 


Christopher Columbus was born sometime between August 25 and October 31, 1451 in the 
seaport of Genoa, Italy. His father was a woolweaver. 


At the age of fourteen, Columbus began a seafaring career. Between voyages to the then 
know parts of the world, Columbus kept busy with the making and selling of charts and maps. 


An experienced seafarer and a student of nautical science, it is not surprising that 
Columbus concluded that he could reach the rich continent of Asia by sailing West. Columbus 
was fascinated by Marco Polo's account of his travels to Asia in 1275, over two hundred years 
before Columbus' first voyage to the New World. 


Columbus might not have undertaken his historic voyage except for a single off chance 
event. While walking near his home on the Portuguese island of Madeira, he discovered strange 
plants and pieces of wood washed up on the beach. Columbus concluded that these foreign 
objects must have drifted across the ocean from unknown lands. 


While other mariners were struggling to reach Asia by sailing east around the tip of Africa, 
Columbus believed that a western route was infinitely shorter. By his calculations the route was 
infinitely shorter. By his calculations the route was only 2,400 miles. He was wrong. Little did 
Columbus know that not less than 10,000 nautical miles lay between Western Europe and Asia. 


Columbus first discussed his plan with King John the Second of Portugal in 1484. But after 
months of waiting he was refused any help. He then traveled to Spain. But Queen Isabella 
thought Columbus’ price too high. Instead of one ship, he wanted three. And if he reached the 
Indies he asked for a title, a coat of arms and one-tenth of all the profits brought to Spain. 
Columbus waited six years. 


Finally discouraged, Columbus set out to seek the support of the French King. But a 
Powerful official of the Spanish court, Luis de Santangel, advised Isabella to change her mind. 
Columbus was four miles out of town when the Queen's courier caught up with him. 


; Even after the Queen had granted Columbus three ships, it was difficult to get a crew to sail 
with him. Evidence of the unpopularity of the expedition is shown by a royal decree of April 30, 
1492 ordering the Suspension of judicial proceedings against criminals, provided they sailed with 
Columbus. It was this document that probably started the myth that Columbus’ crew consisted 
entirely of prisoners. In fact, only four men took advantage of this decree. Whena respected 
shipper, Martin Alonso Pinzon, agreed to sail on the Pinta, he encouraged the rest of the sailors 
to sign on for the historic voyage. 


On August 3, 1492,, at 2 a.m., seventy-one days after leaving Spain, a sailor on the Pinta, 
Rodrigo de Triana shouted “Tierra! Tierra!" Land! Land! The island of San Salvador, three hundred 
Seventy-five miles southeast of the coast of Florida, had been sighted. Columbus spent more 
that three months in the Caribbean before returning to Spain. 


, Columbus was to make three more voyages from Spain to look in vain for the Indies. He 
discovered many of the Caribbean Islands as well as South American and Central America. 
Columbus never landed on the mainland of North America. But he paved the way for other 
explorers and had forever changed the course of history.

AN ACCIDENTAL FEATURE 
OF THE MARKET HE GAVE TO THE CITY 


The name of Faneuil carries us back to the French 
Huguenots, and theirs is but a small feature of the history 
of New England, but they were a valuable accession to its 
early settlers, and their descendants bear names honored in 
our records. 

Among them was Andrew Faneuil, who had had a 
temporary abode in Holland where he was married. His 
wife died in Boston in 1724, a gentlewoman of extraordinary 
perfection both in mind and body. Andrew Faneuil was 
supposed to have brought a goodly portion of his estate 
with him to Boston, as he made early investments in this 
town. Peter was made the heir of this uncle on the con- 
dition that he should remain single. His elder brother had 
first been selected as the heir but, meeting with his fate, 
failed to make the cold agreement with his uncle. 

Peter Faneuil was 38 years old when his uncle died. 
He had prospered in business outside of his uncle’s business, 
had gone into foreign trade and commerce, and had built 
ships for West India trade. “The topmost merchant in 
all the town,” said Hancock. He had tastes and ambitions 
in keeping with his fortune. He was fond of display and 
good living, his doors were ever open to his friends, and 
ample hospitality was fully dispensed. His sister kept house 
for him, and she, too, was fond of the good things of life. 
His love of good living, coupled with the fact that he was a 
public-spirited citizen, though he was doing business in all 
parts of the world, gave him time to take a vital interest 
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in the welfare of his neighbors as well as in the future good 
of the town of Boston, and he saw the necessity for a local 
market. 

The lack of a market house was a great inconvenience, 
and Peter’s experience as a master of a large house made 
him feel the inconvenience considerably, as he had to spend 
a great part of the day in providing the necessaries for the 
table. In July, 1740, therefore, he made an offer at his own 

_cost and charge “‘to erect a noble and complete structure 
to be improved for a market for the sole use, benefit and 
advantage of the town, provided that the town of Boston 
would pass a vote for that purpose and lay the same under 
such proper regulations as shall be thought necessary and 
constantly supported for the said use.” 

The market house was commenced September 8, 1740, 
and completed September 10, 1742. That which Peter 
Faneuil gave to the public secured for him a memorial which 
saved his name from oblivion, for the accidental hall built 
over the stalls of the market is one of the famous rooms in 
the history of the world. The hall over the market was 
voted to be called Faneuil Hall, and resolutions were passed 
to Peter Faneuil, whose portrait was presented to be hung in 
the hall, and Faneuil arms were bought for the hall. 

The building was burned January 13, 1761, rebuilt in 
1763, and enlarged in 1805 from 40 to 80 feet in width, under 
the supervision of Charles Bulfinch as architect. The 
dimensions of the hall itself are 74 feet 3 inches by 75 feet 
3 inches. ; 

Upon its rostrum have stood most of the statesmen and 
orators of America. Within its walls some of the most stirring 
scenes connected with the American Revolution were enacted. 
Town meetings were held here and the eloquence of the sturdy 
old patriots did much to shape the action of the colonies. 
In Faneuil Hall the protests against the ‘“‘Stamp Act” were 
voted. There the first festivities were held when the act 
was repealed. Portraits of the friends of America in Par- 
liament were hung in the hall, which were lost during the 
siege of Boston. When British troops had been ordered to 
Boston, a convention was held of all the representatives of 
nearly every town in the province, and held session for a 
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week, although Governor Bernard refused to recognize the 
convention, It was on Friday, November 5, 1773, that the 
first of a series of tea meetings was held in Faneuil Hall. It 
was a sorrowful day for the Bostonians when they went to 
Faneuil Hall to surrender their arms to officers appointed by 
General Gage. It was also used as a theater for the enter- 
tainment of British officers. The siege over and Americans 


restored to their Cradle of Infant Liberty, it has been rocked 


ever since whenever a stirring question came up for discus- 
sion and argument. George Washington, as the first Presi- 
dent in 1789, was banqueted in the same hall. It was in the 
baleony of this hall that Wendell Phillips rose to his feet and 
startled the audience with his famous anti-slavery speech. 

The large painting over the rostrum represents Daniel 
Webster replying to Senator Hayne of South Carolina in the 
United States Senate in 1830; it is 16 by 30 feet in size and 
cost $40,000. 

Around the walls are portraits of Washington, Peter 
Faneuil, Samuel Adams, John Quincy Adams, Lincoln, 
Warren, Knox, Commodore Preble, Governor Caleb Strong, 
Robert Treat Paine, John Hancock, Governor Andrew, 
Rufus Choate, Wendell Phillips, Charles Sumner, Edward 
Everett, Henry Wilson, Commander Winslow, and other 
notables of the past. 

The clock was given by the school children of Boston in 
1850, and paid for by penny subscription; their names were 
placed in a box which was deposited in the case of it, to be 
opened in 1950. 

Extensive renovations, including fireproofing, were 
effected by the City of Boston in 1898 and 19238, but much 
remains in original form. The grasshopper weathervane, 
which surmounts the cupola, was made in 1742. The origi- 
nal balustrade encircles the balcony in the main hall. The 
andirons in the superintendent’s room were placed in the 
building by British army officers just before the Revolutionary 
War and while the building was in use as British barracks. 
The wooden doors leading to the main hall at the main 
entrance staircase, black glass door knobs, cherry hand rails, 
brass lamp brackets, and carved heads of cherubim at the 
top of the arched colonial windows are all more than a 
century old. 
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A BRIEF OUTLINE OF THE HISTORY OF THE ANCIENT AND 
HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Because of its history and tradition, membership in the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is an honor to be 
highly appreciated. In every generation members of our 
Company, acknowledged leaders in the civil and military life 
of our Commonwealth, have taken great pride in carrying on 
the traditions of the forefathers, who did so much to estab- 
lish the Massachusetts Bay Colony and to make the State 
of Massachusetts great in the history of our Country. 

Founded in 1637, after a period of unrest in the old town 
of Boston, during which time the right to keep arms in 
their houses was denied certain citizens, it was chartered, 
after some controversy, by the Governor and General Court, 
March 13, 1638, the first charter to be issued to a military 
company in North America. 

The leading spirit in the organization of this Company 
was a prominent citizen by the name of Robert Keayne, 
whose home was on the corner of State and Washington 
Streets. Keayne had been a member of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, founded in 1537, and it was 
his idea that a Company should be formed which would be 
a “School for Officers and a Nursery for Soldiers.” 

Upon his death, he left in his will various sums of money 
for public benefit and to the Town of Boston the land at 
the head of State Street for a Town House together with 
money to build it, providing, however, that “the Military 
Company of Massachusetts should have a room in the 
Town House for an Armory and for Soldiers to meet when 
they had occasion.’”’ This is the land on which the old State 
House now stands, the gift of which was accepted by the 
Town of Boston. 
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For nearly one hundred years the Company occupied 
the Town House, but the building having become over- 
crowded because of its use by the Town Officers and General 
Court, it moved on April 7, 1746, to Faneuil Hall, which had 
then been erected by Peter Faneuil. There it has remained 
down to the present time except for brief periods during the 
rebuilding of Faneuil Hall after the fire in 1761 and at times 
when the building was remodeled; the oldest armory in 
continuous use by a military organization in the United States. 

Following Keayne as Commander came the leading 
citizens of the Colony, and we see pictured on the walls of 
the armory the faces of the men who made the history of 
Massachusetts — Soldiers, Judges, Doctors, Statesmen, and 
Clergymen. 

To the Company from in and around Boston came men 
for military training, and it was the law of the Colony that 


ARMORY. 
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no Town Meeting could be held, neither could any other 
military organization parade for instruction on the day set 
apart for the training of the Artillery Company. 

From its organization until the Revolution, the Com- 
pany was called the Artillery Company, although beginning 
in 1700 it was referred to on the title pages of the Anniver- 
sary Sermons as the Honourable Artillery Company, Hon- 
ourable and Ancient, and Ancient and Honourable. It was 
not until the Company had been called by that name for 
eighty years by the public that it became so called in the 
records. In 1782, at the first meeting called for the purpose 
of reorganization, the record of the meeting is headed: “At 
a meeting of the members of the Ancient and Honourable 
Artillery Company at Deacon Jones’ May 30, 1782,” and the 
words are again used in the records. Since that time it has 
been known as the Ancient and Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany, and the Legislature since 1789 has confirmed the name 
in the Militia Laws. 

The activities of the Company during the Colonial 
Days were many — parades for instruction were regularly 
held, maneuvers and military problems worked out, show- 
ing that schools of instruction were actually hela and the 
members benefited by them. 

In 1645 the Company joined forces with Myles Standish 
and his Pilgrim soldiers in an expedition against the Indians, 
and the Company was frequently on duty under arms in the 
service of the Colony. During King Philip’s War, the 
leading officers of the Colonial troops had received their 
training in the Artillery Company, and its members fought 
with honor in England under Cromwell, at Quebec and 
Louisburg in the French and Indian War. In fact, every 
war that the Colonists engaged in found members of the 
Company acting as leaders because of their military training. 

In the stirring days prior to the Revolution, its members 
were most active in every patriotic endeavor. They were 
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HEADQUARTERS. 


at the Boston Tea Party, were numbered among the Sons 
of Liberty, were active in obtaining supplies, and it was a 
member of this Company who removed the two guns, later 
known as the Hancock and Adams, from the Gun House, 
under the noses of the British soldiers. These guns were 
used by our troops all through the Revolution, afterward 
being returned to the State, and being loaned to the Com- 
pany were used by them until 1821, when the Adams burst 
during the training. These guns are now in the chamber at 
the top of Bunker Hill monument. Dawes, the Patriot, 
clerk of the Company, in 1786, who rode from Boston to 
Lexington and Concord, on April 19, 1775, was one of the 
outstanding members of the Company who gave his energy 
to the cause, and he it was who was responsible for the 
removal of the guns, the Hancock and Adams. 
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In 1738 the first uniforms were obtained, the Company 
being the first uniformed military organization in the coun- 
try, and for many years it was the only one. 
time, soldiers wore a breast plate and steel hat, or a coat and 
breeches of leather, but there was no attempt at a uniform 


Prior to that 


color or style. 


During the Revolutionary period and immediately after 
—from 1775 to 1786—there was little activity in the 
Company. During a part of that time Boston being in the 
hands of the British, it was not possible to assemble, and later 
the majority of the members were in the Continental Army 
under Washington. The list of these men who served from 
Massachusetts is long and honorable, the outstanding figures 
being four Commanders — Major General William Heath, 
Major General Lincoln who received the sword of Cornwallis 
at Yorktown, Major General Brooks, Governor, Statesman, 
Soldier, Assistant Inspector General under Von-Steuben, and 
Major General Hull. 


The Revolutionary War over, the members soon again 
met to take up the responsibilities, in the meantime the 
records having been preserved and property safeguarded. 


The Company was called for duty in Shay’s rebellion 
and, during the war of 1812, were held for service in their 
armory ready to move when needed, and in addition to this 
many of its members were serving actively with the colors. 
The Mexican and the Civil War found them on duty, 140 of 
its membership serving in the Civil War, most of them as 
officers, among them Major General Nathaniel B. Banks, 
afterwards Governor; Colonel Samuel C. Lawrence, after- 
wards a Brigadier General; Colonel Henry Walker; Colonel 
J. Payson Bradley; Major George H. Maynard, a Medal of 
Honor man; and many others who became prominent in the 
affairs of the Company. A large proportion of its member- 
ship served in the Spanish and World Wars with honor and 
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distinction, and today one finds that more than half of the 
Company has had military service in the State and Nation. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is a part 
of the Militia of the Commonwealth and as such has the 
tight to bear arms. The organization of the Federalized 
National Guard removes some of the possibilities for active 
service. Made up as it is of older men, most of them beyond 
the military age, they are an inspiration to the youth of 
Boston in patriotic citizenship. 

On the Anniversary, the first Monday in June, the Com- 
pany marches through the streets of Boston to the Church 
where the sermon is preached, and the comrades who have 
passed away during the year are remembered, then to the 
Common where the parade and drum head election of the 
officers are held, as has been done for nearly three hundred 
years. Surely one can glimpse the past as this Ancient Com- 
pany with its variegated uniforms, its old formation leaves its

armory and marches to the State House to receive the Gover-

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is respon- 
sible for this gift through the Honourable Artillery Company 
of London, and a bronze tablet placed on a concrete base has 
been erected on Burial Hill to commemorate the event. 
Colonel Sidney M. Hedges and the Earl of Denbigh, Com- 
mander of the Honourable Artillery Company, were instru- 
mental in bringing about this delightful exchange of courtesies 
between England and America. 

What was written concerning the membership of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company at the close of the 
second hundred years of its existence holds true today, three 
hundred and nine years since its establishment. 


‘The position of the members of the Company in 
the social, civil and military life of the Colony indi- 
cates the respect which people entertained for the 
Company, as well as the ability and prominence of its 
members. They were first in organizing churches 
and supporting them; they were constant friends 
of the Public Schools. They were prominent in 
framing and also in administering the laws of the 
Colony; they were foremost in the introduction 
of manufacturing and the extension of trade in 
Boston. They were the chief military minds of 
the Colony and among the first in its defense. 
Many of them were public benefactors, devoting 
somewhat of their wealth to education, religion 
and charity. 

“They trod the fields of every battlefield of New 
England in the first century of the Company’s 
existence; they fought for freedom on foreign soil; 
they judged the courts; they pleaded at the bar; 
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they instituted town government and levelled 
forests; were active in settling the towns of the 
frontier. Nine tenths of the Company were loyal 
to the Colonies in the Revolution, and by their 
experience in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company they served on every battlefield where 
the banner of Massachusetts waved, from Bunker 
Hill and Bennington, through Valley Forge to 
Yorktown.” 


This is the Company that Washington knew, that 
Franklin saw march through the streets of Boston, that John 
Adams and John Quincy Adams visited; the same Company 
which has always stood for and always will stand for the 
best in citizenship—the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts.

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MILITARY SUPPORT COMMITTEE 
May 13, 1993 


This is the official Annual Report of the Military Support Committee for the year 1992- 
1993. 


1. The initial meeting of the Military Support committee was held on June 8, 1992. 
The entire committee was present as well as the members of the Protocol 
Committee. Our Captain, Col Leo Sacco was also present as an observer. With 
the Protocol Committee present the mutual and respective areas of 
responsibilities were discussed and an agreed area of interaction defined. After 
the Protocol Committee adjourned to attend to their own agenda the balance of 
the meeting was held. At this time discussions took place as to the yearly 
objective, proper purportment of committee members and proper wearing of 
uniform and awards was emphasized. The members were alerted as to operating 
procedures. 


2. One other official meeting took place on February 8, 1993 and the following 
issues were discussed. Ten members were present. 


A. Anew method of properly identifying new members as to their federal 
military rank or grade was recommended. This was deemed to be an 
issue that could impact the ability of the Company to recruit new 
members. No final disposition was arrived at but it was noted that next 
year’s committee should deal with this issue. The overall problem was 
that while new members were initially assigned to the Artillery wing 
and wear “red boards” some additional recognition over and above the 
sleeve insignia might be appropriate if the member did have senior 
Federal rank or grade. 


B. Acontinuing effort to finish all Company Standard Operating 
Procedures (SOPS) should be made. A review of B.G. Ken Pascoe’s 
SOP work was done by the committee chairman and secretary and 
recommendations will be made to next year’s committee. 


C. Recommendation was made that an actuarial impact study on the effect 
of dues paying up until age sixty-two as opposed to the current twenty 
year rule be done. This was discussed because it will have an effect on 
recruiting in the coming years. 


D. Finally, two key manuals on protocol were obtained by the chairman 


from the United States Army and distributed to the Committee, the 
protocol committee chairman and key company officers. 
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3. During the year our secretary, LTC George Basile, was instrumental in 
establishing a working alarm list that was used for State and Federal ceremonies, 
Company Funerals and dinners. All these types of events were supported by the 
committee and highlights were: 


a. Canadian Prime Minister Brian Mulroney’s visit. 
b. England’s Prince Philip, The Duke of Edinburgh’s visit in 
concert with the Tall Ships in Boston. 


In capsule, it was a good year for the military presence of the Company. We continue to 
uphold traditions with our support of all historical activities. The committee worked on 
the monitoring of the proper wearing of both uniforms and awards, and it should be added 
that this work be continued. The completion of the Company SOP’s is closer and should 
be finished shortly. Protocol is an area that continues to warrant attention and the next 
Military Support Committee should work closely with either the Protocol Committee and 
its chairman or specific Protocol Officers be appointed within this committee. These are 
the recommendations as I close out this year.

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MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
May 3, 1993 
Final Report of AHAC 1992/1993 Membership Committee 


The Membership Committee had five (5) meetings during the course of the 1992/1993 year. 
The first meeting was entirely devoted to organizing the committee. 


Twenty (20) sponsors and candidates for regular membership plus three (3) candidates for 
membership by “right-of-descent” were processed and given favorable recommendations 
by the committee. All of these were subsequently elected to membership. 


The average age of the applicants for regular membership was forty-five (45) which is 
down from age fifty (50) of last year. The youngest was twenty-eight (28) and the oldest 
sixty-five (65). 


The average age of the applicants for membership by “right-of-descent” was fifty-eight 
(58), which is up from age fifty-six (56) last year. The youngest was forty-nine (49) and the 
oldest was sixty-nine (69), 


Eleven (11) or 55% of the twenty (20) candidates for regular membership had served in the 
military which is down slightly from the 58% of last year. 


Numbered among the twenty (20) successful candidates for regular membership were the 
deputy registrar of the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles; an Administrator in the 
Massachusetts Department of Industrial Accidents; one Law Officer; one Court Officer; 
one Private Investigator; three Attorneys; one Engineer; two Realtors; and eight (8) 
C.E.O.’s/or Owners of Businesses. 


NOTE; Twelve (12) of the twenty (20) candidates for regular membership (60%) came in 
the “company” in 1993, thus being charged the pro-rate amount of $309 for the 1992/1993 
assessment, rather than the full amount of $515. 


The overall regular membership is still substantially below the authorized limit of five 
hundred-fifty (550). An intensive recruiting campaign by the entire membership will be 
necessary to make up for losses in the ranks and transfers to life membership. During the 
course of a year between twenty (20) and thirty (30) transfers to life membership will occur, 
since this is based on the number of incoming regular members twenty (20) years ago. 


The importance of the military training given by the “company” to new members will 


increase in the future, as the number of candidates with military experience decreases, as 
seems probably.

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MILITARY MUSEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Pursuant to paragraph 310 of the Rules and Regulations of the AHAC the Military 
Museum and Library Committee hereby submits the Annual Report. 


During the past year the Committee has met twelve times. Lt. Paul V. Buckley, Esq. Of 
Milton was voted Chairman. Lt. Paul Carr of Braintree was voted as Secretary and Capt. 
Richard D. Armstrong, Jr., Esq. Of Milton was voted to serve on the Armory Committee, 
Lt. Martin Henry of Nahant and Lt. Paul Mignosa of Pembroke also served with 
distinction on the Committee. Each member attended each meeting and contributed to the 
return of the Company to the Armory in Faneuil Hall from our temporary location at the 
U.S. Coast Guard Base. 


This Committee performed all the duties assigned to it by the Company for “The Move” 
from the Armory and return. With the most capable assistance, and at many times, under 
the direction of the Curator, John F. McCauley of Reading, the Company returned to the 
Armory on September 10, 1993. 


The Armory has been refurnished with funds appropriated for the renovation of Faneuil 
Hall by the federal government through the National Park Service and the U.S. 
Department of the Interior. Except for a few minor problems the Armory is beautiful to 
behold and instantly became a favorite for organizations wanting to use the Armory for 
various functions. Although there were problems that had to be addressed, in the end 
everything was accomplished that this Committee set out to do when it accepted the 
responsibility to coordinate “The Move” . 


Specifically, this Committee and the Curator cleaned out the attic, created a system to 
inventory all artifacts, catalogue all books, papers and pictures and prepared these items 
for moving and storage. 


These various projects demanded many hours of planning and execution. The 
Committee members responded to every call for assistance. The Curator was the day to 
day manager and performed most of the tasks himself. He restored the Captains pictures 
and set up all the displays in the Museum. He also took complete charge of the Library 
and stocked the shelves in a professional manner. 


Past Captain Commanding, BG Robert Marr is recognized for loaning the Curator an 


electrical lift so that he could display the Past Captains portraits, flags and large paintings. 
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Second Lieutenant, Lt. Paul J. Mahoney and the Sergeants 90-91 deserve recognition 
for a sizable donation to the Company which enabled the Curator to restore the Great Seal 
which rests on the West wall of the Armory. 


The Committee sold many surplus items that were deemed to be of no historical or 
sentimental value to the Company. All proceeds went to the general fund of the 


Company. 

The Committee is looking forward to continuing its duty to restore the Armory into the 
intended show place of the Faneuil Hall area. The Curator continues on his own schedule, 
to restore our artifacts and present them to the public. It is anticipated that an average of 


220 persons a day will visit the Armory and the Committee is confident that each visitor 
carries away a great feeling at having discovered one of the gems of the City of Boston, 


the Armory of the AHAC.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Dear Captain 


The Trustees of the Permanent Fund are pleased to present their report for the year ended 
May 31, 1992, as required by Rule #337 of the Rules & Regulations. This report is a 
hybrid-type, due to circumstances set forth in the “Narrative Report” submitted to you by 
this Board of Trustees under date of 26 May 1992. 


Of the five (5) members of this Board listed above, General McLaughlin has been absent 
(due to health problems) since about January 1992; Trustees O’Brien, Sawtelle and 
Sweeney are new members to this Board with little information or assistance from previous 
Boards (due to deaths of former trustees Walter Anzuoni and George Peznola) as well as the 
deteriorating health of former trustees (M/G I. Jerome O’Connor and presently of Francis 
Chapman). 


COL Sawtelle has been diligently searching out , and researching available information, in 
an attempt to locate certain alleged “accounts” which appear to be ‘lost’ from the 
accounting records of the Permanent Fund. As of this writing, there are still two (2) specific 
accounts being researched with regard to: 
A term certificate at Bank of Boston (Berkeley Branch) 
And 
An “account” being questioned by IRS at Haymarket Coop Bank 


Because of this missing data, this report will vary from the usual type reports for previous 
years. This report will merely identify specific transactions relative to receipts and 
disbursements, and references will be made to the opening and closing balances of the 
investment-portfolio, with comments relative to same. During this fiscal year ended May 
31, 1992, the Trustees paid over to the Company (via Paymaster): 
1. Income earned by Permanent Fund for FYE May 31, 1991 $73,317.12 
2. Gift via Capt/Cmmdg of Company voted funds for 
Restoration of Faneuil Hall (paid on 8/23/91) 25,000.00 
3. Additional funds (voted by Company) for costs of moving 
Out of Armory, storage costs, and cost of returning to Armory 
(9/18/91 payment 78,759.73 
4. Received from Paymaster, funds paid by U.S. Dept. of Interior 
To reimburse A&HAC for some expenses related to Armory 
Moving. This amount to be applied as a reduction of loan from Perm/Fund 
to Company in total amount of $135,000.00 (check for $52,272.83 
52.272.83 
5. Received from Paymaster, the annual payment against loan of 
$135,000 (as in item #3, above) 10,000.00 
(Net Paid Out Above = $62,531.29 
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The above data regarding the Company debt of $135,000 as a result of 
Permanent Fund loan of $135,000.00 indicates an unpaid balance as of this 
writing in the amount of $72,727.17. It is to be realized that there are still a 
couple of reimbursement payments we are hoping will be reimbursed by 
U.S. Dept. of Interior and if received will further reduce the balance to be 
repaid by the Paymaster. 


The only expenditures made by the Trustees from the Permanent Fund on 
account of “Permanent Fund Expenses” was the sum of: 


Printing (letter-heads & envelopes) $ 150.70 
Postage (100 .29 stamps) 29.00 
Total $ 179.70 


NOTE; All of the Trustee-meetings involving luncheon expenses, coffee, 
etc., (many meetings went as long as six or seven hours) were paid for in 
full by Trustees’ personal funds. 


¢ This total as of 5/31/92 is the securities portfolio only. We held open 
‘Money Market’ accounts during 1991/1992, and maturing CD’s in: 
o South Shore Bank, Quincy, Mass. 
o Boston Five Cents Savings Bank, Quincy, Mass. 
o Shawmut Bank, Everett, Mass. 
o Everett Coop Bank, Everett, Mass. 
o Olympic Int’! Bank & Trust, Boston, Mass. 


And all of these accounts were terminated by ‘close-out’ and the funds invested in the 
securities portfolio of Permanent Fund at Merrill/Lynch, Boston, through our Account 
Executive, Paul Knouse. The reaction to these investments (and adjustments due to 
unloading unsatisfactory securities and reinvesting in better income producing securities, 
will be reflected in the next fiscal years’ performance by the Board of Trustees. 


We are targeting a higher ratio of income (for the benefit of the Company and its 
members) by realigning our goals for the future benefit of the Permanent Fund. 


The declared ‘net income’ for this fiscal year, to be paid over to the Paymaster in FYE 
5/31/93 is $60,000.00. The projected ‘net income’ for FYE 5/31/93 and to be paid over to 
the Paymaster on or before June 30, 1993, is estimated to be $70,000.00. This estimate is 


projected in order that the Finance Committee might use the estimate in compiling their 
budget for FYE 5/31/94.

Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


James Monroe 
The Sth President 


4 March 1817 to 4 March 1825 


He was a Virginian and succeeded Madison. He 
was the fourth President from Virginia. He had been 
Secretary of State and of War under Madison. His 
administration is known as the "era of good feelings." 
There was no political strife. Upon re-election Monroe 
received all but one of the electoral votes cast. The 
dissenting vote was cast by an elector from New 
Hampshire who declared that only Washington should 
have the honor of a unanimous election. 


James Monroe was born in Westmoreland County, 
Virginia, on 28 April 1758. In 1776 he enlisted in the 
Continental Army where he served with distinction, 
After the War he studied law and served in the Virginia 
Legislature; and, in 1790 he was elected to the United 
States Senate. He represented the United States in 
France, Spain and England. He negotiated the 
Louisiana Purchase. He was twice Governor of 
Virginia. Monroe married Elizabeth Kortwright of New 
York in 1786 and had two daughters. 


During the Monroe administration Florida wa 
purchased from Spain. Agitation over the admission of 
Missouri as a slave state resulted in the Missouri 
Compromise of 1820. His name has become 


inseparable associated with the famous political 
doctrine which denies to European nations the right to 
interfere with the existing governments in North and 
South America, or to colonize any part of the Americas. 
Known as the Monroe Doctrine, it was first expressed 
in his annual message of 1823 and has tremendously 
influenced our attitude toward South American 
countries and our whole foreign policy right up to the 
present time. 


When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, he 
was received with great enthusiasm and was provided 
with a military escort. It was on this visit that President 
Monroe was enrolled a member of the A&HAC on 30 
June 1817 and was then elected an Honorary Member, 
the highest distinction which the Company can bestow, 


James Monroe retired to Virginia when he left the 
White House. Later he went to visit with a daughter in 
New York, where he died on 4 July 1831. He was the 
third President to die on the nation's birthday. Burial in 
1831 was in New York but in 1858 his remains were 
removed with great pomp to Richmond, Virginia, and 
re-interred 5 July in the Hollywood Cemetery.

Chester Alan Arthur 
The 21st President 


20 September 1881 to 4 March 1885 


An assassin's bullet ended the term of President 
Garfield and Vice President Chester Alan Arthur moved 
into the office of President on 20 September 1881. 
When he retired in 1885 he had won respect for his 
administration. 


Chester Alan Arthur was born in Fairfield, 
Vermont, on 5 October 1830, the son of a Baptist 
minister. He graduated from Union College, taught 
school, and studied law. In 1854 he was admitted to 
the bar and began to practice in New York City. He 
married Ellen Lewis Herndon in 1859. He became 
prominent because of his success in two suits involving 
negroes. One was the "Lemmon Case" in which he 
secured a decision that a slave brought into New York 
in transit between two slaves states was free while in 
New York; the other decision was that negroes were 
entitled to the same privileges as white people on the 
street railways of New York City. During the Civil 
War Arthur served as quartermaster general of the state 
troops. He was appointed Collector of Customs for the 
Port of New York in 1871. 


He proved to be a capable Chief Executive and 
reversed his previous policy toward the Civil Service 
by signing the Pendleton Law for its reform in 1883. 
During his term of office the Tariff Act of 1883 was 
passed; the Southern Pacific, the Northern Pacific, and 


the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroads were 
completed; a treaty with Nicaragua was negotiated to 
permit us to construct a canal, railway and telegraph 
line across that country; a reciprocal trade treaty with 
Mexico was signed; and the Washington Monument 
was completed and on Saturday, 21 February 1885 it 
was dedicated. On the occasion of this dedication, in 
General Philip H. Sheridan's Order, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company was assigned as 
Honorary Escort to the President of the United States. 
‘The President tendered the entire Company a reception 
at the White House. 


In 1882, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was 
celebrated in Marshfield on account of the centennial 
celebration of the birthday of Daniel Webster. The 
Company had been invited to do escort duty to the 
President of the United States. It was on the occasion 
of this pleasant duty that President Arthur was enrolled 
a member of the A&HAC on 12 October 1882, and 
was then elected an Honorary Member, the highest 
distinction which the Company can bestow. 


When his term expired, President Arthur retired to 
New York, where he lived less than two years, dying 
on 18 November 1886. Burial was in Rural Cemetery, 
Albany, New York.

Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


Calvin Coolidge 
The 30th President 


3 August 1923 to 4 March 1929 


Vice President Calvin Coolidge moved into the 
office of President just before dawn on 3 August 1923, 
three hours after the news of President Harding's death 
reached him at Plymouth, Vermont, where he was 
visiting his father. The oath of office was administered 
there by his father, a justice of the peace and country 
storekeeper. 


A farmhouse in Plymouth, Vermont, was the 
birthplace of Calvin Coolidge on 4 July 1872 and his 
boyhood and youth were spent there. He graduated 
from Amherst College, studied law and began to 
practice in Northampton, Massachusetts. In 1905 he 
married Grace Anna Goodhue of Burlington, Vermont. 


In Northampton he entered local politics and later 
served in the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
and Senate. He became President of the Senate; was 
elected Lieutenant Governor and was Governor in 1919 
and again in 1920. In every official post he held, 
economy and efficiency were the ideals to which he 
adhered. Governor Coolidge attained national 
prominence with his handling of the Boston Police 
Strike in 1919, and in 1920 at the Republican national 
convention he was nominated for the vice presidency 
of the United States. 


When Calvin Coolidge took over the post vacated 
by President Harding's death, he continued to function 
in the calm, judicial way in which he had filled all 
previous offices. Economy was his watchword and he 
carried out his principle, worked for tax reduction and 
the retirement of national indebtedness. 


President Coolidge was nominated by the 
Republicans for a second term in 1924. His 
administration was an era of prosperity in the United 
States and he was considered for a third term. 
However, on 2 August 1927 President Coolidge 
announced, "I do not choose to mun for President in 
1928." His decision was firm. 


As Governor of Massachusetts, Calvin Coolidge 
had been the Commander-in-Chief of the A&HAC. 
During his administration he won the high regard and 
admiration of all thoughtful men and women. He stood 
firmly for the principles our Company had advocated 
during its existence. For these reasons, President 
Coolidge was enrolled as a member of ARHAC on 5 
May 1924 and was then elected an Honorary Member. 


In 1929 President Coolidge retired to his home in 
Northampton, Massachusetts, where he died on 3 
January 1933. Burial was in Hillside Cemetery, 
Plymouth, Vermont. 
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Fourth Presidential Member of A.H.A.C. 


Member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


John F. Kennedy 
The 35th President 


20 January 1961 to 22 November 1963 


John F. Kennedy, at 43, was the youngest man ever 
elected President and was the first Roman Catholic to 
hold the office. He was born in Brookline, 
Massachusetts, on 29 May 1917, the second son in the 
large family of Joseph P. Kennedy and Rose Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, the daughter of a former Boston Mayor. He 
was graduated from Harvard in 1940. His senior thesis 
was published in the same year under the title, Why 
England Slept. 


In World War II, Lieutenant Kennedy commanded 
a PT boat in the Pacific and for gallantry in action he 
received the Navy and Marine Corps Medal. He was 
elected to Congress in 1946 and to the United States 
Senate in 1952. He was re-elected to the Senate in 
1958. He was married in 1953 to Jacqueline Lee 
Bouvier of New York. In 1955 he wrote his Pulitzer 
Prize-winning best seller, Profiles in Courage. 


He began his Administration by calling for a "New 
Frontier" and asked for immediate action on many 
social and economic problems. The New Frontier 
brought youth and excitement, tone and style to the 
White House and Kennedy's warm, vigorous public 
image was as well known abroad as here at home. 


President Kennedy established the Peace Corps and 
in Southeast Asia he negotiated a truce in Laos and 
increased American aid to fight the Vietnamese 
Communists, 


During his term, the East Germans aggravated the 
Berlin situation by constructing a wall across the city 
in August 1961 to halt the flow of refugees to the West. 
In 1962 aerial reconnaissance showed missiles and 
warplanes in Cuba capable of attacking much of the 
U.S. and South America. Kennedy ordered a naval 
blockade of the island to prevent further arms 
shipments. 


On 22 November 1963 President Kennedy was 
shot twice as his motorcade paraded through the streets 
of Dallas, Texas. The President died within an hour. 
The accused assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, was 
captured the same day, but was himself shot and killed 
before he could be brought to trial. 


John F. Kennedy was enrolled a member of the 
A&HAC on 16 April 1956 and was elected an 
Honorary Member on 3 April 1961. On the occasion 
of his Inaugural as President on 20 January 1961, 
seventy-five officers and members proudly participated 
in the Inaugural Parade in Washington, D.C. 
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First A.H.A.C. 
Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
George H. Maynard 


Private George Henry Maynard 
Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia 
13 December 1862 


"A wounded and helpless comrade, having 
been left on the skirmish line, this soldier 
voluntarily returned to the front line under a 
severe fire and carried the wounded man to a 
place of safety." 


George Henry Maynard, born in Waltham, 
Massachusetts, 2 February 1836, enlisted as a 
private in the 13th Massachusetts Infantry and 
was assigned to Company D. He distinguished 
himself at the Battle of Antietam, when on 17 
September 1862, while under fire, he carried two 
wounded comrades from the firing line to a rear 
area and then returned to the firing line. 


In January 1864, he was commissioned as a 
Captain in the 82nd Regiment of U.S. Colored 
Infantry. He was promoted to Brevet Major on 13 
March 1865, for distinguished and meritorious 
service, and was mustered out on 10 September of 
the following year. 


Major Maynard served the A&HAC as Ist 
Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and then as 4th 
Sergeant in 1887. He died in Waltham, 
Massachusetts, 26 December 1927, at the age of 
91 years.

Second A.H.A.C. 
Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
Lowell Mason Maxham 


Corporal Lowell Mason Maxham 
Battle of Marye's Heights, Virginia 
3 May 1863 


This soldier, though severely wounded and in the face of a 
deadly fire from the enemy at close range, hearing a call to retreat, 
rallied the colors, rushed bravely forward, and was the first to enter 
the enemy's works on the crest of Marye's Heights, Virginia, and 
helped plant his regimental colors there." 


Lowell Mason Maxham, born in South Carver, Massachusetts, 6 
December 1841, was assigned as a Private in Company F of the 7th 
Massachusetts Infantry. As a Corporal he fought through the 
Peninsular Campaign of 1862- at Antietam and Fredericksburg- and 
then the Chancelorsville Campaign the next year, including the Battle 
of Marye's Heights. Immediately after this victory, lines were 
reformed. Maxham was called before his regiment and promoted to 
Color Sergeant. Not realizing how badly Maxham was wounded, the 
commander placed the colors in his charge. Maxham took the flag 
into the second battle of the day at Salem Heights where he was again 
wounded and carried from the battlefield disabled for life. He was 
discharged from the service by reason of wounds on 18 August 1863. 


Corporal Maxham served the A&HAC as 3rd Sergeant of Infantry 
in 1891. He died in Boston Massachusetts, 13 February 1931, at the 
age of 89 years.

Congressional Medal Of Honor Recipient 
Francis Snow Hasseltine 


Colonel Francis Snow Hasseltine 
Matagorda Bay, Texas, 
29 and 30 December 1863 


"In command of a detachment of 100 men, he conducted 
a reconnaissance for two days, baffling and beating back an 
attacking force of more than 1,000 Confederates, and regained 
his transport without loss." 


Francis Snow Hasseltine, born in Bangor, Maine, 10 
December 1833, was a member of the 13th Maine Infantry. 
He was a lawyer by profession. In Volume 1 of Civil War 
Papers published by the Loyal Legion in 1893, an article 
appears written by Colonel Hasseltine entitled, "Amusing The 
Enemy." He vividly described the action at Matagorda Bay 
but modestly omitted the fact that he was awarded the nation's 
highest military decoration. 


Colonel Hasseltine served as a member of the AR@HAC 
for many years before his death in Newtonville, 
Massachusetts, 17 February 1916, at the age of 83 years.

Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient Gardner Chandler 
Hawkins 


Firsts Lieutenant Gardner Chandler Hawkins 
The Battle of Petersburg, Virginia 
2 April 1865 


"When the lines were wavering from the well directed fire 
of the enemy, this officer, acting Adjutant of the regiment, sprang 
forward, and with encouraging works cheered the soldiers on, 
and although desperately wounded, refused to leave the field 
until the enemy's works were taken." 


Gardner Chandler Hawkins, born in Pomfret, Vermont, in 
1846, joined Company E 3rd Vermont Infantry and rose to the 
rank of First Lieutenant. His battle citations were numerous. He 
won the Medal of Honor during the last desperate days of the 
War. The wound he received resulted in the loss of an eye. 


In 1894, he earned the rank of Colonel by serving on the 
Military Staff of His Excellency Frederic T. Greenhalge, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery of 
Massachusetts. 


Colonel Hawkins served as a member of the A&HAC for 
many years before his death in Winthrop, Massachusetts, 13 
December 1913, at the age of 67 years. 
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Fifth A.H.A.C. 
Congressional Medal of Honor Recipient 
George Levick Street, III 


LT Commander George Levick Street, III 
Harbor of Qualpart Island, off Korea 
14 April 1945 


"For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and beyond the call of 
duty as Commanding Officer of the U.S.S. TIRANTE during the First War Patrol of that vessel 
against enemy Japanese surface forces in the Harbor of Qualpart Island, off the Coast of Korea, 
on April 14, 1945. With the crew at surface battle stations, Commander (then Lieutenant 
Commander) Street approached the hostile anchorage from the south within 1200 yards of the 
coast to complete a reconnoitering circuit of the island. Leaving the ten-fathom curve far behind, 
he penetrated the mined and shoal-obstructed waters of the restricted harbor despite numerous 
patrolling vessels and in defiance of five shore-based radar stations and menacing aircraft. 
Prepared to fight it out on the surface if attacked, Commander Street went into action, sending 
two torpedoes with deadly accuracy into a large Japanese ammunition ship and exploding the 
target in a mountainous and blinding glare of white flame. With the TIRANTE instantly spotted 
by the enemy as she stood out plainly in the flare of light, he ordered the Torpedo Data Computer 
set up while retiring and fired his last two torpedoes to disintegrate in quick succession the 
leading frigate and a similar flanking vessel. Clearing the gutted harbor at emergency full speed 
ahead, he slipped undetected along the shoreline, diving deep as a pursuing patrol dropped a 
pattern of depth charges at the point of submergence. His illustrious record of combat 
achievement during the First War Patrol of the TIRANTE characterizes Commander Street as a 
daring and skilled leader and reflects the highest credit upon his valiant command and the United 
States Naval Service." 


George Levick Street, III born in Richmond, Virginia 27 July 1913 graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1937 and was commissioned an Ensign in June of that year. Besides the 
Congressional Medal Of Honor, he is the holder of the Navy Cross, Two Silver Stars, Presidential 
Unit Citation, and the Submarine Combat Insignia, all awarded for a series of submarine patrols 
against the Japanese commencing in early 1942. 


Captain Street was enrolled as a member of the A&HAC, 27 September 1982. He thus 
became the fifth member to have received the nation's highest military honor.

Thomas Jerome Hudner, Jr. 


Captain Thomas Jerome Hudner, Jr. 
Chosen Reservoir Area of Korea

"For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and 
beyond the call of duty as a pilot in Fighter Squadron 32, while attempting to 
rescue a squadron mate whose plane struck by antiaircraft fire and trailing 
smoke, was forced down behind enemy lines. Quickly maneuvering to circle 
the downed pilot and protect him from enemy troops infesting the area, Lt. (jg.) 
Hudner risked his life to save the injured flier who was trapped alive in the 
burning wreckage. Fully aware of the extreme danger in landing on the rough 
mountainous terrain, and the scant hope of escape or survival in subzero 
temperature, he put his plane down skillfully in a deliberate wheels-up landing 
in the presence of enemy troops. With his bare hands, he packed the fuselage 
with snow to keep the flames away from the pilot and struggled to pull him to 
his crashed aircraft and radioed other airborne planes, requesting that a 
helicopter be dispatched with an axe and fire extinguisher. He then remained 
on the spot despite the continuing danger from enemy action and, with the 
assistance of the rescue pilot, renewed a desperate but unavailing battle against 
time, cold, and flames. Lt. (jg.) Hudner's exceptionally valiant action and 
selfless devotion to a shipmate sustain and enhance the highest traditions of the 


U.S. Naval Service." 
Captain Hudner was enrolled as a member of the A&HAC, on 17 April 


1990. He thus became the sixth member to have received the nation's highest 
military honor.

Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary 


Woelfling, France 


"Sergeant MacGillivary led a squad near 
Woelfling, France on 1 January 1945 when his 
unit moved forward in darkness to meet the threat 
of a breakthrough by elements of the 17th 
German Panzer Grenadier Division. Assigned to 
protect the left flank, he discovered hostile troops 
digging in. As he reported this information, 
several German machine guns opened fire, 
stopping the American advance. Knowing the 
position of the enemy, Sergeant MacGillivary 
volunteered to knock out one of the guns while 
another company closed in from the right to 
assault the remaining strong points. He circled 
to the left through woods and snow, carefully 
worked his way to the emplacement and shot the 
two camouflaged gunners at a range of three feet, 
as other enemy forces withdrew. Early in the 
afternoon of the same day, Sergeant MacGillivary 
was dispatched on reconnaissance and found that 
Company I was being opposed by about six 
machine guns reinforcing a company of 
fanatically fighting Germans. His unit began an 
attack but was pinned down by furious automatic 
and small arms fire. With a clear idea of where 
the enemy guns were placed, he voluntarily 
embarked on a lone combat patrol. Skillfully 
taking advantage of all available cover, he stalked

the enemy, reached a hostile machine gun and 
blasted its crew with a grenade. He picked upa 
sub-machine gun from the battlefield and pressed 
on to within ten yards of another machine gun, 
where the enemy crew discovered him and 
feverishly tried to swing their weapon into line to 
cut him down. He charged ahead, jumped into 
the midst of the Germans and killed them with 
several bursts. Without hesitation, he moved on 
to still another machine gun, creeping, crawling 
and rushing from tree to tree, until close enough 
to toss a grenade into the emplacement and close 
with its defenders. His dispatched this crew also, 
but was himself seriously wounded. Through his 
indomitable fighting spirit, great initiative and 
utter disregard for personal safety in the face of 
powerful enemy resistance, Sergeant 
MacGillivary destroyed four hostile machine 
guns,and immeasurable helped his company to 
continue on its mission with minimum 
casualties." 


Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary was 
enrolled as a member of the A&HAC on 6 April 
1992. He thus became the seventh member to 
have received the nation's highest military honor.

The tablet (bronze plaque) on each riser running from bottom to top indicates the 
order in which the states ratified the Constitution. 


On Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedication of these plaques took place and was 
officially designated as “The Stairway of the Constitution.” 


In May of 1968, Captain Ralph De Stefano arranged for and had installed the 
flag of the respective State in place on each step. In 1992 the flags were replaced at the 
time of the restoration and renewal of the Museum/Armory.
